MINUTES: 


Commissioner  Frankenstein  submitted   the  following  resolution 
which  was   seconded  by  Commissioner  Cannon  and  met  with   the 
unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 

Resolution   §1977-18  Minutes   of  December  6,    1976  mtg . 

RESOLVED,    That   this   Commission  does  hereby  approve  minutes  of 
December  6,    1976  meeting,    as  mailed   to  Commissioners . 

President   Taliaferro  announced   that   the  Commission  would  discuss   the  CETA 

Program  at   this   time,   because   the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  consider  program 

funding  at   their  meeting  this  afternoon.      President   Taliaferro   said   that 

he  had   talked  with   the  Deputy  Mayor,   Bernard   Teitelbaum,   and  it  was  both 

his  and  Mr.    Taliaferro' s  information   that  no  discussion  on   the  CETA   artists 

or   the  allegations  against   the  art  programs  was   to  be  considered  at   the 

Finance  Committee  mSe\xrvg .     'He1  took   the  precaution,   however,   of  asking 

Steve  Goldstine  and  Anne  Marie   Theilan   to  attend  as  observers . 

A   statement  was  read  by  Bill   Irwin    (copy  on  file)    regarding  need  for 

support  of  the  CETA  Program  and  asked   that   the  Art  Commission  reaffirm 

its  support. 

President   Taliaferro  stated   that  he  had  sent  a   statement   to   the  Supervisors 

outlining  the   various  programs;      citing  the  Art  Commission' s  support. 

He  again  emphasized   that  he  had  contacted  Supervisor  Barbagelata' s  office 

on   the  day  of  the  Finance  Committee  meeting    (Wednesday ,   December   28)    and 

had  been  assured   that   the  Art  Commission' s  program  of  CETA  arts  would  not 

be  discussed.      Its   discussion,    therefore ,    was   totally  unexpected  and  a 

surprise. 

President   Taliaferro  commented   that  as  a   new  committee  had  been  formed  - 

the  Bylaws  and  Program  Review  Committee,    chaired  by  Commissioner  Cannon, 

it  would  appear   that   this  is   the  proper  committee   to  review  the  CETA  Artists 

Program,   and  it  should  receive  its  highest  priority. 
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Commissioner  Frankenstein   suggested   that   a   Liaison  Committee  be   set   up 
as  an   "ad  hoc  committee"    to  discuss   the  program  at   this   time  of  crisis. 
Director  Snipper  said   that  if  such  a   committee  were  established  a   com- 
plete package   of  materials  would  be  supplied  so   that  each  member  of  the 
group  could  become  familiar  with  every  detail. 

President   Taliaferro  suggested   that  instead  of  creating  another  committee, 
the  Bylaws  and  Program  Review  Committee   should  discuss   the  CETA  Arts 
without  delay. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  asked  that  all   CETA  artists  be  kept  informed 
of  Art  Commission  action  and  discussions  and  assurance  given   that  when 
the  Finance  Committee  discusses  funding,    the  Art  Commission  will   have 
representation . 

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  -  Martin   Snipper 

Copy  mailed  to  each  Commissioner  prior   to   the  meeting. 

Director  Snipper  requested  a  motion   to  approve   the   various  listed  resolu- 
tions on   the  Pops  Concerts,   as  outlined  in  his  report. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  submitted   the  following  resolution  which  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Montgomery  and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval 
of  the  Commission. 

Resolution   §1977-6  "Pops"   Concerts  presentation 

RESOLVED,    That   this   Commissioner  does  hereby   authorize   the  Director   to 
do   the   following: 

1.  Complimentary  passes  and   tickets   to  city  officials  and 
designated  employees  associated  with   the  presentation  of  the  1977  Summer 
Series  of  Pops  Concerts . 

2.  Complimentary   tickets  for  Press,    TV  and  staff  for  each 
concert . 

3.  Complimentary   tickets   to   charitable  organizations. 

4.  Reduction  of  established  scale  prices  for   the  1977  Pops 
Concerts   to  accommodate  organizations  such  as  boy's  clubs,    scout   groups, 
the  handicapped  etc.,    when  seats  are  available. 

5.  Travel   of  the  Director  to  arrange  for   the  Program  of  the   "Pops 
Concerts"   and   that  all   necessary   expenses   therewith  are  hereby  approved. 

6.  Request   to   the  Purchaser  of  Supplies   to  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment with  a   duly  authorized  catering  company   to  provide  services  in 
connection  with   the  presentation  of  the  Art  Commission' s   summer   "Pops" 
concerts  in   the  Civic  Auditorium,   July   5   -   23,   1977.      The   services   to 

be  specified  in   the  agreement. 

Commissioner  Cannon  asked  for  information  on   the   travel   of  the  Director. 
Director  Snipper  responded   that   $1,000  is  set  aside  for   this  purpose 
(meeting  with  Arthur  Fiedler  and  soloists) . 

A   question   was   raised  by  Commissioner  Nemerovski   regarding  the  Conductor' s 
fee.      Director  Snipper  responded   that   the  Symphony   conctract  included   the 
services  of  the  Maestro.      At  one   time   the  Art  Commission  made  its  own 
contractual   arrangements  but  because   the  Symphony  made   use  of  him  beyond 
our  Pops  season,    it  was  agreed   that   they  would  have   the  master  contract. 
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A  brief  discussion  ensued  on  the  revenues  from  the  Pops  concerts  and 
whether  it  will  be  possible  to  use  these  funds  in  the  future  to  fund 
other  performing  arts  activities. 

A   question  was  raised  on   the  difference  between   the  advertising  and   the 
cost  of  publicity  services .      Director  Snipper  responded  that   the  advertising 
budget  covers   the  cost  of  all   ads  placed  in   the  papers,    whereas   the 
publicity  is   the  fee  for  Mr.   King  for  his   year  round  public  relation 
services ,   including  that  of  the  Pops. 

Director  Snipper  requested  a  resolution  covering  the   "Pops"   budget   as 
outlined  in  his  report. 
♦  Commissioner  Cannon  submitted   the   following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Frankenstein  and  met   with   the   unanimous  approval   of  the 
Commission. 

Resolution   §1977-7  "Pops"    tentative  budget  for  1977   Concerts 

RESOLVED,    That   this   Commission   does  hereby  approve   the   tentative  budget 
for   the  1977   "Pops"   Concerts  in   the  amount  of  $250,100. 

Information  presented  on   the  proposed  increase  in   ticket  prices. 

Ms.    Guimaraes  asked  why   the   tickets   should  be  increased  if  a  profit  was 

realized  in  prior  years;      Director  Snipper  responded   that   the  increase 

would  enable   the  Art  Commission   to  fund  other  programs   in   the  performing 

arts   field.      The   "Pops"   still   represent  a  musical   bargain.      Prices  are 

far  less   than  comparable  activities   -   including  that  of  movies. 

Director  Snipper  requested  a  resolution  on   the  proposed  increase. 

Commissioner  Cannon  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 

by  Commissioner  Frankenstein  and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval   of  the 

Commission.

Director  Snipper  had  requested,    in  his   report,    approval   of  expenditure  of 

$500.00  for  a  performance  by  Wajumbe;      he  explained   that   this  money  will 

buy  a   service  -   in   this  case  a  performance. 

Commissioner  Cannon  suggested   that   when  such  requests  for  funds  are  made, 

that  more  information  be  given   to   the  Commissioners . 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  noted   that   this  is  a   well   known  black  group 

who  are  involved  in   the  International   Festival   of  Black  Arts  in  Nigeria 

and   the  support  of  the  Art  Commission  will   make  it  possible   for  them  to 

go   to  Nigeria   and  participate.      He  further  said   that  it  would  be  eminently 

desirable   to   assist  such  a   group. 

President   Taliaferro  noted   that   the  State  Department  is  paying   travel 

expenses  for   the  group  and   the   $500  in  question  will  provide  costumes  etc. 

Since  we  cannot  offer  a   grant,    the  Commission  is  buying  a  performance , 

Commissioner  Vedensky  submitted   the  following  resolution   which  was  seconded 

by  Commissioner  Nemerovski   and  met   with   the   unanimous  approval   of  the 

Commission.

NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS   PROGRAM   &   FACILITIES   COMMITTEE   -   Chairman    Taliaferro 
Report  mailed   to  each  Commissioner  prior   to   the  Commission  meeting. 

Chairman   Taliaferro  requested  a   resolution  approving  entering  into  a 
Contract  for  Services  with  Mission  Neighborhood  Centers  for  the  Capp 
Street   Theatre;      this  had  been  approved  in  committee .      Amount  of  money 
involved  is   $50,000   to   upgrade  and  remodel    the   theatre.      It  is  hoped 
that  a  Contract   for  Services   will   be  approved  by   the  City  Attorney  as 
there   are  no  existing  code   violations  against   the  building. 
Commissioner  Nemerovski   submitted   the  following  resolution  which  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Vedensky  and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval 
of  the  Commission. 

Resolution   #1977-17  Contract   for  Services   -  Capp  St.    Theatre 

RESOLVED,    That   this   Commission  does  hereby  approve  entering  into  Contract 
for  Services  with  Mission  Neighborhood  Centers  for   the  Capp  Street   Theatre, 
in   the  amount  of  $50,000;      subject   to  approval   of  the  City  Attorney. 
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Chairman   Taliaferro   announced   that   the  key   to   the  Shaff's  Building  is 
now  in  our  possession  and  a  meeting  will   be  scheduled   to  establish   the 
Advisory  Council.      Tentative  date  is  January  19,   however,    a   notice  will 
be  mailed   to  all   Commissioners  with  proper  information. 

South  San  Francisco  Opera  House   —  a   community  meeting  has  been  scheduled 
for  January  11   at   7pm  in   this  facility;      a  notice  will   be  mailed   to  all 
Commi ssi oners . 

Fulton  Street  property:      Chairman   Taliaferro  announced  that   things  looked 
hopeful    that  we  may  have  possession  of  this  building  within  weeks. 

CIVIC  DESIGN  COMMITTEE  -   Chairman   Vedensky 

Chairman   Vedensky  presented  a  report  on   submissions  received  and  reviewed 
by   the  committee  at  its  meeting  of  December   20,    1976;      this  report  is 
hereby   incorporated  into   these  minutes  and  a   copy,    giving  all   details, 
resolution  numbers   etc.,   is  attached  hereto. 

After  discussion  regarding  the   "Consent   Calendar"   and  its  effect  on   the 
presentation  of  visual   materials   connected     with   the  various  submissions , 
it  was  decided   that   these  materials  would  be  displayed  in   the  Art 
Commission  office  and  would  be  available  for  viewing  by   the  Commissioners 
prior  to  each  Commission  meeting. 

STREET  ARTIST  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Nemerovski 

Chairman  Nemerovski   suggested   that  at  some  point  in   the  near  future 
consideration  must  be  given   to  obtaining  more  locations  for  licensed 
street  artists. 

Commissioner  Cannon  added   that   the  question  of  the  number  of  licenses 
issued  must  also  be   considered  in   the   very  near  future. 

Another  meeting  is   to  be  established   to  discuss   the  subject  of  "quality 
screening" . 

NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM  -   Director  Steve  Golds  tine 

Mr.    Goldstine  reported   that  he  had  just  returned  from  a  Board  of 
Supervisors  meeting  and   the  item  on   the  Board  calendar  regarding  the 
funding  of  the  CETA  Program  had  passed.      Information  must  be  provided 
to  Mr.   Rose    (Budget  Analyst)    as   to   the  schedules  of  the  artists. 
Funds  for  our  program  have  been   tied  up  as  of  January   31;      it  will 
require  another   vote  by   the  Board  of  Supervisors   to  release   these  funds 
for   the   scheduled  period  ending  September  1977. 

Mr.    Goldstine  introduced  Lenwood  Sloan,   CETA  artist  and  Dance  Coordinator 
for  CETA  who  is   in   the  midst  of  arranging  the   Third  Annual   Dance  Festival. 
Mr.    Sloan  presented   the  history  of  the   dance  festivals  and  gave  details 
on   the  1977  Festival   which  will   run  for  four  days  opening  on  January   26. 
Invitation  extended   to   the  Commissioners   to  attend  and  participate;      loca- 
tion will   be  Lone  Mountain  College.      He  requested  support  from   the 
Commission  by  assistance  in   seeking  additional   funding.      The  1978  Festival 
will   be  hosted  by   the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art.      Mr.   Sloan 
stated   that   the  Festival   costs  approximately   $8,000   —  utilizing  a   great 
deal   of  volunteer  help. 
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Commissioner  Cannon  informed   the  Commission   that  he  had  attended   the 
opening  of  the  1976  Festival   of  Dance  and  had  been  most  impressed. 
Mr.    Goldstine  pointed  out   that  many  of  the  groups,    through  CETA,   provide 
services  such  as   the  Tale  Spinners,   Pickle  Family  Circus,    etc. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski   expressed  her  appreciation  for   the  CETA  newsletter 
and  suggested   that   it  might  include  information  on   grants  and  details  of 
grant   assistance   that   could  be  provided   to  artists.      Paul   Kleyman,   NAP 
Publicist,   agreed   that   this  could  be  done. 

President   Taliaferro  noted  that  in  reviewing  the  CETA  job  specifications 
he  had  discovered   that   two  of  our  CETA   employees  have   "proposal   writing" 
as  part  of  their  job  descriptions .      A  program  is  now  being  established, 
with   these   two  employees,    to  investigate  new  funding. 

President   Taliaferro  also  reported   that   the  Municipal   Chorus  had  received 
great   critical   acclaim  for   their  recent   concert. 

President   Taliaferro  discussed   the  newly   formed  Bylaws   &  Program  Review 
Committee;      the   committee  will   comprise  Commissioner  Cannon  as  Chairman, 
and  Commissioners  Frankenstein  and  Carlisle;      he  will   also  plan  on 
attending  their  meetings .      He  asked   that  other  commissioners   who  were 
interested  in   serving  on   this  committee  contact  him.      Guidelines  for 
operation  of  the  Commission  are   to  be  established  and  hopefully  a  manual 
of  operations  will   be  published. 

Commissioner  Cannon  announced   that   this  is   an  extensive  program  and   that  it 
will    take  a   great  deal   of  time.      All   the  Commissioners  should  be  involved. 
He  presented  a   tentative  outline  of  operations  for   the  committee . 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Frankenstein   said   that  during  the  meeting  he  had  been  asked 
to  speak  at   the  request  of  the  CETA  artists  regarding  the  issuance  of  a 
statement  of  support  from  the  Commission   to   the  media.      Possibly  a  reso- 
lution  to   this   effect   should  be  passed. 
Discussion. 

President   Taliaferro  said   that  his  statement  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
should  be  released   to   the  press  also  but   that  he  would  not  like   to 
regurgitate   the  articles   that  had  appeared  a   few  weeks  ago. 
Director  Snipper  expressed  concern  regarding  keeping  the  issue  alive; 
Supervisor  Barbagelata' s  allegations   will   die.      He  suggested   that  we 
wait   to   take  it   up  at   the  Finance  Committee;      our  program  will   speak  for 
itself. 

After  further  discussion  it  was  requested  that  Commissioner  Frankenstein 
prepare  a   statement   reaffirming  the  Commission's   support  of  the  CETA 
Program.      The  statement   is   to  be  sent   to   the  media  and  will   also  be 
included  in   the  minutes    (copy  attached) . 

Arthur  Monroe,  CETA  artist,  asked  the  Commission  to  consider  allocating 
funds  for  the  publication  of  a  document  on  the  work  of  the  CETA  artists 
which  would  point  out  what  can  be  done  in  public  service  by  the  arts;  a 
document   that  would  highlight   the  program. 
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Paul  Kleyman,   Publicist  for  NAP,    informed   the  Commission   that  he  and 
Barbara  Winer    (a   former  CETA  employee)    had  written  a  report  on   the 
program  as  an  education  device  for  distribution  all   over  America.      However, 
it   is  still   sitting  in   the  office  as  funds  have  not  been  available  for 
printing  the   document.      It  would  cost  approximately   $10,000   to  produce 
5,000  copies. 

President   Taliaferro  asked  Mr.    Kleyman   to  work  with  Director  Snipper   to 
seek  ways  of  funding  for   the  printing  of  this  report. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  moved  to  adjourn  at   4:45pm. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Commission   will   be  held  on  Monday,   February   7 
at   2pm  in   the   Commissioners  Room,   Main   Library. 

There  being  no  further  business   the  meeting  adjourned.

The  San  Francisco  Art  Commission,    at  its  regular  meeting  of  January   3,    1977 
acted  to  affirm  its   confidence  in   the  CETA  Program  and  in   the  125  members 
of  that  program  who  have  been   working  with   the  Art  Commission  and  under 
its  direction. 

CETA  workers  assigned   to   the  Art  Commission   are  serving  a  broad  range  of 
organizations ,    city  agencies ,    community   centers ,   museums  and  schools 
throughout   the  City.      They  have  initiated  projects   and  programs  of  great   worth  an 
value  which  have  received  widespread  support  in  San  Francisco.      Its 

innovation  in  San  Francisco,  has  won  exceptional  recognition  from  national 
organizations  and  it  has  served  as  a  model  that  has  been  emulated  in  other 
cities . 

In  order  that   the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  be  fully  informed  of  the 
significance  of  the  program,   a   general   summary  of  CETA  achievements   under 
Art   Commission  auspices   was  sent   to  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  December  1 7 . 

We  wish  now  to  call    the  attention  of  the  media   to   the  Art  Commission's 
reaffirmation  of  its   high  regard  for  CETA,    and  solicit   their  support  as 
well   as   that  of  the  Supervisors  on  behalf  of  the  CETA  Program.

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DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  -  Martin   Snipper  Meeting  of  January   3,197 

In   view  of  the  Art  Commission' s  decision   to  have  all   committee  reports  in 
writing,   and  because  we  have  adopted  a   consent   calendar,    it  is  imperative 
that  all  Art  Commission   committees  hold   their  meetings  prior   to   the  pre- 
paration of  our  agenda   for  the  monthly  meetings.      The  agendas  are  made   up 
on   the  Monday  before    (one  week)    the  meeting  date.      Failure   to  do  so  may 
result  in  a   series  of  subjects  being  brought  in   "off  calendar"    thereby 
causing  the  collapse  of  the  consent  calendar. 

I  believe  you  have  all   received  a   report  on   the  Francois  proposals .      Both 
pieces  of  legislation    (review  of  Hotel    Tax  grant   recipient  activities 
and  equal   division  of  Art  Commission  Revenue  Sharing  funds   to   the  11  new 
supervisorial   districts)    have  been   tabled  and  filed. 

This  past  month  I  met  with  our  new  Grand  Jury  Panel    to  answer   their  queries 
and   to   explain  our  program. 

As   you  may  know,   every  year,    each  city   department  is   reviewed  by  a  Grand 
Jury   -  in   terms  of  their  operation  and  function.      Recommendations  are   then 
made  by   the  Jury  in  a   report  and  the  Department  Head  must  respond,    in 
writing,    indicating  the  action   taken   to  correct   deficiencies  cited. 

I  am  pleased   to  report   that  we  have  always   received  accolades  and  so  our 
responses  are  confined   to  humble  and  modest   acknowledgements  of  our  glories. 


In  preparation   for  our  "Pops"   concerts ,    I  will   be  introducing  the  following 
resolutions   that  are   traditional   in  application   to   the   "Pops". 

RESOLVED  That,    This  Commission  does  hereby  authorize   the  Director  to   do 
the  following: 

1.  Complimentary  passes  and  tickets   to  city  officials  and  designated 
employees  associated  with   the  presentation  of  the  1977   Summer  Series  of 
Pops  Concerts . 

2.  Complimentary   tickets  for  Press,    TV  and  staff  for  each  concert. 

3.  Complimentary   tickets   to  charitable  organizations. 

4.  Reduction  of  established  scale  prices  for   the  1977  Pops  Concerts   to 
accommodate  organizations  such  as  boy's   clubs,   scout  groups,    the  handi- 
capped etc.,    when  seats  are  available. 

5.  Travel   of  the  Director  to  arrange  for   the  program  of  the   "Pops 
Concerts"   and   that  all   necessary  expenses   therewith  are  hereby  approved. 

6.  Request   to   the  Purchaser  of  Supplies   to  enter  into  an   agreement 
with  a   duly  authorized  catering  company   to  provide  services  in   connection 
with   the  presentation  of  the  Art  Commission's  summer   "Pops"   concerts  in 
the  Civic  Auditorium,   July  5   -   23,    1977.      The   services   to  be  specified 
agreement. 

The  resolutions  are  self  explanatory. 
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I  am  also  submitting  for  your  approval,    the  enclosed  budget  for  the 
concerts;      and   the  necessary   resolution  for  adoption. 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby  approve   the   tentative  budget 
for   the  1977   "Pops"   Concerts  in   the  amount  of  $250,100. 

The  budget  is  essentially  the  same  as  last  year's,  having  rounded  off 
certain  figures  and  having  allowed  for  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  the 
orchestra. 

Finally,    the  Art  Commission  should  consider  increasing  the  prices  of  the 
Pops  Concerts.      Considering  the  prices  of  comparative  events   -  movies, 
theatre  etc.    ours  is  still    the  best  bargain  available.      Therefore,    I  will 
be  introducing  the   following  resolution  and  recommended  scale  of  ticket 
prices . 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  Director   to  increase 
prices  of  tickets  for   the  1977  Pops  Concerts  as  follows:

The  Art  Commission  has  received  a   request   from  Nontsizi   Cayou,   Director 
of  Wajumbe,    a   cultural   ensemble  of  dancers,   musicians,    singers  and  poets 
for   the  funding  of  a  performance.      Miss  Cayou   states  in  her  letter  that

result  of  their  concurrence,    I  shall   be  introducing  the  following 
resolution: 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  Director   to  expend 
$500  from  the  Performing  Arts  Fund  for   the  funding  of  a  performance  by 
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On  Sunday,    Winifred  Baker  directed   the  Civic  Chorale  in  a  performance 
of  Britten' s   "St.   Nicholas  Cantata" ,   Beethoven' s  Mass  in  C  Major  and 
two  Chorales  from  Bach's   "Sleepers  Awake"   Cantata,   at   the  Congregational 
Church  on  Post  and  Mason  Streets.      I  attended,    as  well   as  an  overflow 
enthusiastic  audience.      I  regret   to   say   that  I  did  not  observe  any 
Commi ssioners  present. 

I  hope   that   upon   their  next  performance   Commissioners  may   take   the 
opportunity  of  attending  and  familiarizing  themselves  with   this  activity 
of  our  Commission.      For  your  information  I  am  enclosing  the  Chronicle 
review  of  the  performance.

Audience  comprised  20  people. 

President   Taliaferro  announced  that   the  meeting  had  been   called  at   the 
request  of  Mayor  Moscone. 

Budget  information  presented   to   the  audience   -   copies  distributed. 

Total   budget  request  for   the  Art  Commission  for  1977-78   is   $1,218 ,882 . 

President   Taliaferro  explained   the  budget  line  by  line;      he  informed   the 
audience   that   the  Commission   staff  had  not  changed  in  numbers  since   its 
inception  in  1932;      at   that   time   the  Commission  had   two  staff  positions 
and  at   this  date  it  has   two  staff  positions . 

As   each  item  was  presented,   President   Taliaferro  gave  an  explanation  of 
the  program.        He  noted   that  no  funds  had  been  received  in  1976-77  budget 
for   the  Municipal   Chorus;      allocation  had  been  made   through   the  Hotel    Tax. 
The  Art  Commission  is  once  again  applying  for  funds  for  this  program. 

The  members  of  the  audience  were  invited   to  ask  questions. 

Karen  Seraguchi   requested  an  explanation  of  the  Community  Cultural   Facilities . 
President   Taliaferro   responded  with  a  brief  history  of  the  program,   how 
public  hearings  had  been  held  in  1973  which  had  resulted  in   the  establish- 
ment of  the  current   Community  Cultural   Facilities  Program.      He  gave  informa- 
tion of  the  facilities  we  have  obtained   to   date. 

Mrs.   Macchiarini   questioned   the  budget  for   the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program; 
Director  Steve  Goldstine  explained  and  gave  information  on   the  NAP  staff. 
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Ron  Mathieson,    Street  Artist,   protested  an  item  in   the  Street  Artist 
budget   to  pay   the  salaries  for   two  inspectors ;      he  expressed   the   feeling 
that   there  did  not  appear   to  be  enough  work  for  one  inspector  and  so 
why   should  another  one  be  hired.      He  also  stated   that   the  amount  allocated 
for  meeting  expenses    (fees   to  screening  committee)    was  excessive,   as   there 
are  never  so  many   screenings  held. 

Commissioner  Cannon  responded  that   the  Commission   is   considering  re-screening 
all   street   artists   this   year  and  certainly   30  screenings  would  be  required. 

Don  Carr,    Street  Artist,    expressed  support   for   the  allocation  for   two 
street  artist  inspectors.      He  stated,   however,    that   the   current  inspector 
was  not  doing  a   satisfactory  job.      He  suggested   that   the  Art  Commission 
investigate   the  Street  Artist  Program  in  Berkeley  for  solution   to  some 
of  our  problems . 

Director  Snipper  responded   that   the  Berkeley  program  was  patterned  on  our 
program . 

President   Taliaferro  commented   that   the  Street  Artists   themselves  had  asked 
for   two  inspectors  and   this  was   the  reason  for  the  item  being  in  the  budget. 
He  informed   the  group  that  Howard  Lazar,   Coordinator  of  the  Street  Artist 
Program,   is  making  an  analysis  of  the  Berkeley  program  to  submit   to   the 
Commission' s  Committee   for  Street  Artists. 

Don  Carr  questioned   the  renting  of  a   typewriter  for   this  program;      response 
given   that  purchase  of  equipment   is  difficult  whereas   to  rent  a   typewriter 
is  far  simpler. 

Karen   Seraguchi   requested  information  on   the  N.A.P. 's   workshop  budgets. 
Steve  Goldstine  responded   that   expenses  such  as   telephone ,    office  expenses 
etc.    are  billed   to   the  Central   Office;      discretionary  funds  refer  to  funds 
allowable  for  special   events   that   do  not  have  annual   budgets,    for  example 
the  Hop  Jok  Fair  and   the  Annual   Blues  Festival   are  funded   through  discretional 
funds . 

Richard  Reineccius ,   Chairman  of  the   Theatre   &  Dance  Advisory  Panel   stated 

that   the  budget  is  not  broken  down  by  disciplines  and  therefore  not   clear. 

He  asked  if  a   decision  had  been  reached  on   the  inclusion   in   the  budget  of 

the  requested  new  program  -  Information  Desk. 

President   Taliaferro  responded   that  he  would  request   the  staff  to  review 

the  proposal   and  report   to   the  Finance  Committee  on  January   25. 

Mr.   Reineccius   asked  why  a   report  on   the  Performing  Arts  Fund  was  not 

included  in   the  budget  information.      He  asked  for   the  proposed  uses  of 

this  fund. 

Director  Snipper  responded   that  approximately    $8,000     remains  in   this 

account.  $40,000  is   required   to   commence   the  1977  Pops  Concerts. 

No  other  programs  are  anticipated  at   this   time. 

Commissioner  Cannon  announced   that   this  fund  will   be  reviewed  by  his 
committee   -  ByLaws   &  Program  Review  Committee ,    in   the  near  future. 
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Ed  Koplowitz,   member  of  the   Theatre   s  Dance  Advisory  Panel,   asked  if 

the  staff  recommends   the  Information  Desk  will    this  program  be  implemented. 

President   Taliaferro  responded   "no";      investigation  will   be  made  and  details 

presented   to   the  Commission  and  then  a   supplemental   request  will   be  sent 

to  Budget  Division  for  action  by   the  Board  of  Supervisors . 

Mr.    Koplowitz  asked  if  the  Commission  would  comment  on   the  result  of  the 

investigation . 

President   Taliaferro  responded   that   this   was  not  possible  as  not  all    the 

Commission  members  had  reviewed   the  proposal. 

Delaney  Walker,    San  Francisco  Writers  Guild,   presented  a  proposal   for 
consideration  by   the  Commission;      request  for  a  book  containing  researched 
information   for  writers  providing  media   information  etc.      The  booklet, printing 
salary  and  office  space   to  be  provided  by   the  Art  Commission  and  also 
the  Commission   to  distribute   this  booklet  free  citywide.      Cost  of  the 
proposed  program  is   $4,200. 

President   Taliaferro   thanked  Ms.    Walker  and  referred  the  written  proposal 
to  Commissioner  Frankenstein   for  review. and  recommendation. 

Andrew  Wells,    San  Francisco  Writers  Guild,   presented  a  proposal    to   encourage 
citizens  of  San  Francisco   to  write  poetry.      Program  cost   -   $5,500. 
President   Taliaferro  responded  that   this  proposal   would  be   referred   to 
Commissioner  Frankenstein  for  review  and  recommendation. 

Arthur  Stubbs,  Pub  Theatre,  asked  if  there  was  an  established  procedure 
whereby  groups  in  the  City  could  apply  for  funds  through  the  Performing 
Arts  Fund. 

President   Taliaferro  responded   that  a  procedure  would  be  established  after 
this  fund  had  been  reviewed  by  Commissioner  Cannon's   committee. 

No  further  questions  were  raised. 

President   Taliaferro   thanked  everyone  for  attending  and  adjourned  the 
meeting  at   8:10pm.

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  -  Steve  Goldstine 

Report  mailed   to   the  Commissioners  prior   to   the  meeting. 

President  Taliaferro  commented  that  a  great  deal  of  help  had  been  received 
from  the  Mayor's  Office  on  the  CETA  Program  issue.  A  new  request  has  been 
submitted  for  additional   CETA   employees. 

Ms.    Guimaraes  informed   the  Commission   that   the  Federal   Government  is  requir- 
the  Mayor's  Office   to  send  proposals  in   for  12  month  projects,    non- renewable; 
this  means   that   all   departments  should  be  planning  new  projects.      There  will 
be  no  effect  on   the  current  CETA  program.

Chairman  Swig  informed   the  Commission   that   the  proposed  lease  for  Intersection 

is   almost   completed  and   the  allocation  presently  required  from  Art  Commission 

revenue  sharing  funds,    for   this   center,    is   $68,000.      The  earlier  projected 

figure  was   $40,000,   however,    this   figure  was  only  an   estimate  whereas   the 

larger  figure  is   concrete.

authorizing  the  expenditure. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was 

seconded  by  Commissioner  Lau  and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval   of  the 

Commission. 

Resolution   §1977-47  Funds   for  Brannan  Street 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby   authorize  allocation  of  $45,000 

for  work  at   the  Brannan  Street  facility  including  electrical ,    installation 

of  a   sprinkler  system  and  a  portable  stage. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

President   Taliaferro  explained  the  large  map  of  San  Francisco  which  had 
been  worked  on  by  Jean  McLain  of  the  CETA  Program.      Flags  of  different 
colors  and  shapes  indicated   the   various  kinds  of  activities   -  workshops , 
classes,    facilities,    etc.    which   the  Art  Commission's  Neighborhood  Arts 
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Program  conducted   throughout   the  City.      He  suggested   the  Commissioners 
might   want   to  choose  a   suitable   time  in  which   to   tour  the  City  in  order 
to  see  some  of  the  facilities,   murals,    etc.,    thereby  giving  the  Commissioners 
a   sense  of  their  involvement.      After  discussion   it   was  decided   that  every- 
one  would  meet  at   the  Art  Commission  office  on  February  24   at  1pm. 

General   discussion. 

President   Taliaferro  stated   that   one  of  the  newly  formed  committees, 
Budget  and  Finance,    under   the  chairmanship  of  Commissioner  Swig,   is   the 
body  of  commissioners   that  would  study  every  request  for  funding  and  every 
expenditure   that  is  proposed.      Approval   must  be  given  by   the  Budget 
Committee  before  any  proposed  expenditure  is  presented   to   the  full   Commission. 
Commissioner  Swig  added   that  every  new  proposal   must  have  funding  informa- 
tion before  it   can  be  considered.      She  is  asking  the  staff  to  provide  more 
details  on   the  breakdown  of  program  monies,    revenue  sharing  funds,    the 
performing  arts   fund,   Neighborhood  Arts  Program,   etc.      She  added   that   the 
budget   for  1978-79  will  be  started  earlier   than  our  1977-78  budget 
preparations .      A  public  hearing  will   be  held  next   year  prior   to   the  presen- 
tation of  the  budget   to   the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Cannon  noted   that   the  Bylaws  and  Program  Review  Committee  had 
discussed   the  status  of  the   various  programs  of  the  Commission.      No  set  of 
policies  exist  as  yet   for  any  of  the  programs.      One  of  our  primary  needs 
is   to  insure   that  all  programs  are  reviewed ,   put  into  order,    and  a   set  of 
policies   established  in  relation   to   the  overall   Commission  policy.      Eventually 
a  booklet  will   be  printed  on   these  policies . 

Ron  Mathieson,    Street  Artist   -   visitor,   presented  charges  against  a   staff 
member,    which  were  passed  to  Commissioner  Nemerovski ,    Chairman  of  the  Street 
Artist  Committee,    for  review. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  raised   the  question  of  all    the  material   received 
on   the  Goodman  Building.      President   Taliaferro  assured   the  Commissioners   that 
the   staff  were  reviewing  all    the  documents  and  letters  pertaining  to   the 
Goodman  Building  and  would  be  presenting  results  of  their  investigation 
shortly . 

There  being  no  further  business   the  meeting  adjourned  at   3:10pm.

DIRECTOR' S  REPORT     for  meeting  of  February    7 ,    1977 

The  major  issue  we  were  concerned  with   this  past  month  was   the  retention  of  our 
CETA  Program. 

As   the  Commissioners  may  know,    funds   were  held   up  pending  a   review  of  our  program. 
Budget  Analyst,    Harvey  Rose,    delegated  a  person   to   visit   the  sites  in  which  our 
artists   were  employed  and   to  submit  a  report  and  recommendations.      This  was  done, 
and   the  report  while  lauding   the  productivity  and  effectiveness  of  the  program 
on  one  hand  was  critical   on   the  other.      Editorial   devices   -   such  as  calling 
explanations   "excuses"   or   "it  is  alleged" ,    "it  is  asserted" ,    "it  was  suggested" , 
"it  was   attributed" ,    were   used  -   etc.,    or  having  stated   that   time  did  not  allow 
explanations   to  be   "verified" ,    the  report   continued  as   though   the  explanations 
were  not   valid  or  even  required  verification. 

Four  recommendations   were  made    (none   to  eliminate   the  program)    in   order   to   tighten 
control.      The   staff  response  is   enclosed. 

It   is  our   understanding   that   ultimately ,    Supervisor  Barbagelata   wrote   a   letter  in 
support  of  the  program. 

At   the  Finance  Committee  meeting,   President   Taliaferro  responded   very  briefly  in 
defense  of  the  program,   which  was  sustained  in   full   by   the  Committee. 


Following  a   meeting  of  the  By  Laws   &  Program  Review  Committee,    I  sent   to   the 
Commissioners  a  memorandum  regarding  the  role  of  the  Art  Commission.      Commissioner 
Frankenstein  has  suggested   that   I  send  a   copy   to  all   Commissioners ,    together  with 
the  statement   on   the  goals  of  the  California   State  Arts  Council.      They  are 
enclosed. 


Commissioner  Cannon  has  asked  that  a  digest  of  all  City  Attorney  opinions  that 
affect  the  Art  Commission  be  prepared  and  sent  to  each  Commissioner .  They  are 
also  enclosed  herein. 


The  Commission  may  remember   that   last   year   the  State  passed  legislation  requiring 
each  City  Department   to   develop  a   Conflict  of  Interest  Code.       (This  is  apart 
from  our  own  Charter  provisions  in   that  regard.)      At   the   time  I  met   with  the 
City  Attorney  in  drafting  a  Code  for   the  Art   Commission,   but  before  we  could 
present  it   to   the  Commission  for  review,    word  was  received  from  the  State   that 
changes   were  about   to  be  made  and   that   we  should  hold  it   in  abeyance. 

A  meeting  on   this  matter  is  now  scheduled  for   tomorrow    (Tuesday,   February  1) 
which  I  shall   attend.      I  assume   that   the   State  has  made  modifications  and   that 
we  are  now  ready   to  proceed.      In  any  event,    I  shall   keep  you  informed. 

*  *  * 

The  National   Endowment   for   the  Arts  has  awarded   the  Art  Commission   $100,000 
(a   $50,000  match)    for  Neighborhood  Arts  Program.      Art  Commission  action  accepting 
the  grant   is  required.      I  will    therefore  be  introducing  the  following  resolution: 
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RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission   does  hereby  accept   grant  from  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  in   the  amount  of  $100,000  representing  $50,000  matching 
funds   to   $30,000  from  Zellerbach  Family  Fund  and  $20,000  City  funds,    for   the 
continued  operation  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program. 


Each   year  we  must  renew  certain  contracts.      The  Commission  has  already  approved 
the  appropriation  for   these   two  particular  activities.      I  will,    therefore,   be 
introducing  the   following  resolutions: 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  renewal  of  contract  with 
Winifred  Baker  as  Director  of  the  Civic  Chorale  for  fiscal  year  1977-78,  in 
the  amount  of  $5,000. 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission   does   hereby  approve  renewal   of  contract   with 
Ray  King  as  Public  Relations  Officer  for  the  Art  Commission,    for  fiscal   year 
1977-78   in   the  amount  of  $7,500.

President   Taliaferro   thanked  Chairman  Nemerovski   and  said   that  members  of 
the  audience   will   have   the  opportunity   to  present   their  views  at   the  next 
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Commission  meeting.      He  also  announced   that  Commissioner  Brown  will 
serve  as  a  member  of  the  Street  Artists  Committee. 

After  requests  from  the  audience   that   the  meeting  be  held  in  a   larger 
room,    staff  was  directed   to   set   the  Commission  meeting  of  April   4   in 
an  appropriately  sized  room. 

VISUAL  ARTS  COMMITTEE  -  Acting  Chairman  Frankenstein 

Chairman  Frankenstein  reported  on   correspondence  received  regarding   the 
St.    Francis  of  the  Guns  statue.      It  has  now  been  proposed   to  place   this 
statue  at  City  College.      City  College  has  communicated  its  interest  and 
indicated   that  it  will   supply   the  base.      Interest  in  placing  the  sculpture 
was  also  manifested  by   the  Group  for  Hand  Gun  Control. 

Chairman  Frankenstein   submitted   the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Rivera   and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval   of  the  Commission. 
Resolution   #1977-62  Placement  of" St.   Francis  of  the 

Guns" at  City  College 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  placement  of  the  Bufano 
statue   "St.   Francis  of  the  Guns"   at  City  College. 

Chairman  Frankenstein  requested   that   a  letter  be  sent   to  Supervisor  Kopp 
informing  him  of  the  Art  Commission  action    (Supervisor  Kopp  had  requested 
placement  of  this   statue  on  Brotherhood  Way   —  see  Visual  Arts  Committee 
report  of  2/8/77) . 

NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM  -  Director  Steve  Goldstine 
Report  mailed  prior  to   the  meeting. 

President   Taliaferro   stated   that   the   tour  of  the  facilities,   murals, 
gardens,    etc.    had  been  extremely   worthwhile  and  interesting;      he  recommended 
that  any  of  the  Commissioners   who  missed   the   tour  and  who  would  like   to 
see   these  facilities  etc.,    contact  Steve  Goldstine  in  order   to  make  arrange- 
ments.     He  commended   the  staff  on  a   job  well   done. 

Director  Goldstine   reported   that   a  meeting  had  been  held  with  President 
Taliaferro,    Director  Martin  Snipper,   Anne   Theilen  -  CETA  Administrator , 

Mark  Denton  and  Jean  McLain  of  the  NAP  staff  and  Bill   Cooke  from  the 
Mayor's  Office.      Discussion  had  been  held  on   the   type  of  proposals   that 
are   to  be  submitted  for   the  new  funding  available   to  CETA  for  12  month 
projects .      The  emphasis  of  the  proposed  projects  is  on  placing  people 
to  work  on   various  programs   within  our  newly  acquired  cultural   centers. 
It  is  hoped   that  a  significant  number  of  positions  will   be  made  available 
to   the  Art   Commission. 

President   Taliaferro  noted   that   a   letter  had  been  sent   to   the  American 
Institute  of  Architects  asking  for  assistance  in   the  form  of  a  volunteer 
group  of  architects   to  prepare  drawings ,  plans  and  specifications  for 
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the  centers,   as  required. 

Commissioner  Cannon  commented   that   this  would  be  discussed  at   the  AIA 
Board  meeting  set  for   Tuesday,   March  8  and   that  Commissioner  Vedensky 
would  speak  on   the  item.      Questions  have  been  raised  regarding  insurance 
costs  and  it  will   probably   take  some   time   to  solve  all    the  problems. 

Commissioner  Cannon   commented  on   the  subject  of  the  guidelines  for   the 
South  San  Francisco  Opera  House   —  he  felt   that   while  it  is  necessary 
to  keep  the  guidelines  flexible,    the  proposed  changes  are  going  to  be 
examined   very  carefully  and  a  procedure  should  be  established  to  handle 
changes.      All  proposed  changes  should  follow  a   specific  course  of  action 
and  should  first  be  referred  to   the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  and  Facilities 
Committee . 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  noted   that   an   extensive  report  had  been  sent 
to   the  Commissioners  prepared  by  Paul   Kleyman,   analyzing  the  proposed 
Theatre  Information  Desk,   proposed  by   the  Theatre  Advisory  Council.      He 
asked  what  action   was   going   to  be   taken. 

President  Taliaferro  responded  that  after  the  Commissioners  had  had  a 
chance  to  review  it,  it  would  be  brought  up  for  discussion  and  action 
will   be   taken  at   the  next  meeting. 

Bill   Cooke,    representing  Mayor  Mo  scone ,    informed   the  Commissioners   that 
the  Mayor  is  putting   together  a   series  of  policy   statements  in  respect 
to  his  direction  for  the  balance  of  his   term,   and  would  like   to  include 
a  policy  statement  on   the  arts  and  culture.      He  would  like  individual 
Commissioners   to  let  him  know  their   thoughts  on   this  subject.      Contact 
can  be  made   through  Betty  Guimaraes  or  Bill   Cooke. 

Commissioner  Cannon   remarked   that  as   the  Commission  is  appointed  by   the 
Mayor  and  serves  at  his  pleasure,   it   would  be  expected  to  be  sympathetic 
to  his  policies.      It  would  seem  more  appropriate  for  a   formal   expression 
to  be  made  by   the  Commission  as   to  what  our  recommendations  are,    rather 
than  on  a   strictly  individual   basis. 

Discussion. 

Mr.    Cooke  also   stated   that   the  Mayor  had  requested  him  to  bring  up   the 
subject  of  the  funds   for   the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House. 
President   Taliaferro  responded   that   he  had  received  the  request   from 
Mrs.   Maxwell   a  few  days  ago,    asking  that  our  funds  be  sent   to  Community 
Development  for  forwarding   to  Potrero  Hill,    and   that  she  had  been  in- 
formed by  letter  that  it   would  be  discussed  at   the  next  Neighborhood 
Arts  Program  &  Facilities  meeting  on  March  15.      Representatives  of  the 
Potrero  Hill   Neighborhood  House  and   the  staff  will   be  able   to  make  re- 
commendations at   that   time. 
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President  Emeritus  Harold  Zellerbach  expressed  his  pleasure  at   the 
progress   the  Commission   is  making  and  praised   the  Commissioners  for 
all    their  work. 

There  being  no  further  business   the  meeting  adjourned  at   3:10pm.

By  now  the  Commissioners  will   have  received   the  report   from  Howard  Lazar  on   the 
Street  Artist  Program  and  Paul   Kleyman's   evaluation  of  the  Dance  and   Theatre 
Advisory  Committee     proposal.        I  am  informed   that   the   report  on   the  Neighbor- 
hood Arts  Program  will   be  going  out  in   the  next  few  days. 

These  reports  are   those  sought  by  Commissioner  Cannon's  Program  Review 
Committee.      As  you  read   them  you  will   appreciate   the  effort   involved,   because 
these  are  done  inbetween   the  hectic  carrying  on  of  programs.      The  others 
will   follow. 

I  personally  appreciate   the   staff's  efforts. 


We  have  encountered  difficulties  in  respect   to   our   "Pops"   concerts.      At 
this  moment   we  are   unsure  of  the   number  of  concerts   that  Fiedler  will   con- 
duct.     It  is   clear   that  he  will   not  open  our  series  and   that  he  will   be 
conducting  no  more   than  six  of  the  nine  concerts .      By  meeting  time   this 
matter  should  be  resolved. 

The  following  resolution,     will   be  introduced  regarding  contract  with   the 
San  Francisco  Symphony: 

RESOLVED,    That   this   Commission   does  hereby  authorize   the  Director   to   enter 
into  contract  with   the  San  Francisco  Symphony  for  the   "Pops"   concerts  1977 4 


We  have  received  a   letter  from  the  Redevelopment  Agency  regarding  the 
Fulton  Street  property.      The  letter  states   that   "Before   transfer  of  title 
takes  place,   one  final   action   to  implement   the  deed  language  is  needed. 
This  is  a   resolution  by   the  Art  Commission   to  initiate  a   search   for  funds 
to  accomplish   the  necessary  remodeling  of  the  property   for   the  new  use. 
For  your  convenience ,   I  am  enclosing  a   copy  of  the   deed  language  and 
suggested  language  for   the  necessary  Commission   resolution." 

The   resolution   they  have  suggested  will   be   introduced,    and  is  as  follows: 

WHEREAS,    The  Art  Commission   seeks   to   acquire  from  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopmnt 

Agency  certain  property  identified  as   762  Fulton  Street  in   the  City  and 

County  of  San  Francisco   to  facilitate   the  provision  of  its  Neighborhood  Arts 

Program  services   to   the  Western  Addition  Community;      and, 

WHEREAS,    the  Redevelopment  Agency  desires   to   convey  said  property   to   the 

City  and  County  of  San  Francisco   for  use  by   the  Art  Commission  subject   to 

assurances   that   certain  rehabilitation  work  will   be  accomplished 

expeditiously;      and, 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

has  appropriated  funds   in  an  amount   satisfactory   to   the  Redevelopment  Agency 

for   the  purchase  of  said  property ;      and, 
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WHEREAS,    the  Art  Commission  has   caused   to  be  prepared  and  presented   to 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  plans  for   the  rehabilitation  of  the  said  property 
to  serve  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  needs  and  has  obtained  preliminary  cost 
estimates  for  completing  such  rehabilitation; , 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED,    pursuant   to   the    terms  of  the  deed   to  said 
property ,    a  program   to  raise   the  necessary  funds    (approximately   $215 ,000) 
shall   be  formulated,    approved  and  implemented  in  a  manner   to  permit   the 
beginning  of  such  rehabilitation  within  six  months   of  the  date  of  this 
resolution  and  its   completion  within   thirty   six  months  of  its  beginning. 
The  Executive  Director  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed   to  prepare  and 
to  implement  such  a  program  to  seek  funds  from  both  public  and  private 
sources. 


We  have  secured  a   grant  of  $10,156.16   from   the  State  Public  Employment 
Project,    to   cover  the  employment   of  two  people  who  will   be  assigned   to 
work  in  our  Cultural   Facilities .      Accordingly,    the  following  resolution 
will   be  introduced: 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby  accept  grant  in   the  amount  of 
$10 ,156.16  from   the  State  of  California,   Public  Service  Employment  Project, 
to  cover   the   employment   of  two  people   who  will   be  assigned   to  work  in 
our  Cultural   Facilities . 


On   Friday,    February   25,    I  met  with  a   representative  of  the  League  of 
California   Cities.      The  meeting  was  attended  by  other  Bay  region  Art 
Directors .      We  are  pleased   that  we  were  successful   in  having  the  League 
adopt,    for   the   first   time,    a  policy  statement  on   the  Arts.      We  are  now 
moving  towards  a  program  to  implement   the  promise,    (see  attached) 


There  are   various  bits  of  pending  and  proposed  legislation   -  State  and 
Federal    -   that  affect   the  Arts.      Within   the  next  month  I  shall   put   together 
a  packet  of  them  and  send   them  to   the  Commissioners  in  order   that   they 
may  be  informed.      From  time   to   time  I  have   sent   to  our  State   &  Federal 
Committee    (E .   J.   Montgomery,    Chairperson)    but   think  everyone  might  be 
interested. 


We  are  in  receipt  of  questionnaires  in  relation  to  our  future  CETA  pro- 
gramming and  needs  and  are  initiating  our  request.  We  are  hopeful  that 
we  may   increase   job  opportunities  for   artists.

RESOLUTION 
THE  QUALITY  OF  LIFE  IN  OUR  CITIES 


WHEREAS,  surveys,  public  demand  and  increasing  private  support 
and  participation  indicate  that  citizen  involvement  with  the  arts  is  strong  and 
growing;  and 

WHEREAS,  continued  growth  of  the  arts  in  all  its  forms  in  quan- 
titative and  qualitative  ways  can  no  longer  be  sustained  by  traditional  support 
resources; 

WHEREAS,  the  arts  are  an  essential  element  in  providing  the  oppor- 
tunity for  a  quality  environment, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  League  of  California 
Cities  adopts  the  following  principles  as  guidelines  for  city  action: 

1 ;    That  city  governments  recognize  the" arts  as  an  essential  service 
and  help  to  make  the  arts  available  to  all  their  citizens. 

2.  That  every  city  be  encouraged  to  investigate  the  best  method 
of  providing  arts  services  to  their  cities. 

3.  That  the  physical  appearance  of  the  city,  its  architectural  heri- 
tage and  its  amenities,  be  acknowledged  as  a  resource  to  be  nurtured. 

4.  That  cities  should  be  encouraged  to  establish  local  legislation 
to  provide  financial  assistance  to  all  the  arts. 

5.  That  city  governments  working  together  with  the  public  at 

large  shall  help  to  effect  a  new  national  goal;   "That  no  American  shall  be  deprived 
of  the  opportunity  to  experience  (or  to  respond  artistically  to)  the  beauty  in  life 
by  barrier  of  circumstance,  income,  background,  remoteness  or  race."

5.  A  copy  of  proposed  guidelines  for  muralists  was  presented   to  each 
Commissioner  and  it  was  requested   that   they  present   their  comments   to   the 
Visual  Arts  Committee  prior  to   the  next  meeting. 

President   Taliaferro  asked   that   the  Committee  work  with  staff  in  order   to  make 
sure   that   the  public  hearing  is  well   publicized. 

STREET  ARTIST  PROGRAM  -   Chairman  Nemerovski 

Chairman  Nemerovski   stated   that  last  month   the  Street  Artist  Committee  had 
made  recommendations   which  are   to  be   voted  on   today  by   the  Art  Commission. 
A  request  had  been  received  from  the  Advisory  Committee   that  a  decision  be 
held  off  for  30  days   -  however,   it  had  been  decided   that  in  accordance  with 
the  proposed  plan,    the  Art  Commission  should  vote  on   the  recommendations 
at   this  meeting.      Response  had  been  received  from  the  City  Attorney  inform- 
ing us   that  certificates  issued  cannot  be  limited  by  number  or  by  craft. 
Concern  had  been   expressed  about   the  number  of  certificates  in   relation 
to   the  number  of  spaces.      If  we  go   through  a  re-screening  at   this  point,    a 
number  of  certificates  can  be  examined,    and  possibly  at   this   time   the  law 
can  be  changed.      The  Art  Commission  cannot  restrict  certificates  as  sug- 
gested  unless   the  law  is   changed,   nor  can   the  Art  Commission  require  a 
penalty  fee  for  non-renewal  of  license  after     expiration. 

Chairman  Nemerovski   presented  each  item  listed  and  discussion  was  held  on 
each  point;      a   copy  of  the  recommendations  is  available  in   the  Art  Commission 
offi ce . 

1.  A  question  was   raised  about   the   two   vacant  seats  on   the  Advisory  Committee 
Chairman  Nemerovski   responded   that  publicity  has  been  put  out  and  recommenda- 
tions will   be  made   to   the  Mayor's  Office.      In   the  interim,    the  City  Attorney 

has   stated   that   the   two  people  whose   terms  have  expired  may  continue   to  serve 
until    two  new  appointments  are  made. 

2.  No  questions  raised. 

3.  Deleted  by  City  Attorney . 

4.  Deleted  by  City  Attorney. 

5.  Re-screening:  Chairman  Nemerovski   responded   to  questions   as   to 
why  re-screening  should   take  place;      she  stated   that  some  people  hold  certi- 
ficates  who  have  never  been  screened.      She  also  stated   that   this  is  an 
attempt   to  have  one   uniform  set  of  rules. 

Commissioner  Cannon   stated   that   this  rescreening  will   also  ensure   that   the 
street  artist   is  licensed   to  sell    the   work  that  he  has  a   certificate  for. 
Complaints  were  made  by  street  artists  in  attendance   that   the  program  was 
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not  efficient  and   that  it  would  be   the  street  artists  who  would  be  incon- 
venienced by  re-screening.      It  was  stated   that  if  violations  exist   the 
Street   Inspector  should  handle   them. 

In  response   to  questions  about   the  vote   to  be   taken  on   the  guidelines, 
Commissioner  Cannon  stated   that  he   thought   that  after  a   vote  had  been   taken  on 
the  subject  of  re-screening,    the  Advisory  Committee  should  develop  guidelines 
which   will   be   voted   upon  at  another   time. 

A  question  was  raised  as  to  notification  of  street  artists  for  re-screening; 
Howard  Lazar  responded  that  this  was  to  be  discussed  at  the  last  meeting  but 
there  had  not  been  enough   time. 

Those  in  attendance  registered  a   series  of  complaints   that  ranged  from 
protests  against  rescreening  and  against   the  Street  Inspector  who   they  claim 
has  not   solved  any  of  the  existing  problems,    to  procedures.      Some  of  the 
artists  felt   that   a   strong  program  of  inspection  could  solve  most  of  the 
existing  problems .      A   statement  was  also  made   that  part  of  the  confusion 
over  people  not  selling  crafts   that   they  are  licensed  for  is  due   to   the  fact   that 
no  provision  exists  for  changing  the  items  you  are  licensed  to  sell. 
Commissioner  Rivera  said   that  he   feels   that  rescreening  will   be  necessary  so 
that   the  Inspector  can   then  have   the  necessary  information   to  enforce   the 
rules . 

Toby  Kleyman,   member  of  the  Advisory  Committee,    stated  that  she  was  happy 
that   the  Advisory  Committee  is   to   concern  itself  with   deciding  whether  a 
craft  is  hand  made,    or  not. 

Chairman  Nemerovski  said  that  the  proposed  re-screening  is  an  attempt  to 
make  it  more  systematic.  A  photograph  will  be  taken  of  what  is  licensed 
to  be  sold  and  if  in  time  it  is  desired  to  make  changes,  provisions  will 
be  made;  the  rules  will  be  provided.  It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that 
protection  of  the  street  artists  is  our  major  concern.  If  a  person  makes 
his  craft  he  should  be  able  to  sell  it,  and  it  is  to  eliminate  those  who 
do  not  make   their  crafts  but  only  sell   craft  items. 

Chairman  Nemerovski   noted  that   700  -   800  licensees  are  on   the  street  and 
it  is  possible   that   the  people  in  attendance  at   the  meeting  are  not   the 
ones  who  are  in   violation. 

A  suggestion  was  made   that   the   two  people  who  are  appointed   to  fill    the 
vacancies  on   the  Advisory  Panel   should  be  qualified  craftsmen. 

7.  Chairman  Nemerovski   said  that  an  attempt  has  been  made   to  give  one 

certificate   to  a   group  of  people  who  make   the   same  craft.      From  now  on 
every  artist  will   be  considered  as  an  individual.      It  was  stated   that   the 
"family   unit"   rule   cannot  be  changed  since  it  is  a  part  of  Proposition  L. 

Chairman  Nemerosvki   stated   that   these  are  committee  recommendations  and 

should  be  considered  as   such;      all    the  recommendations  are   the  result  of 

a  number  of  hearings  and  letters. 

Discussion  continued  on   the  proposal    to  drop  the   "family   unit".      It  was 

claimed   that  it  would  result  in  a   larger  number  of  artists  participating 

in   the  lottery  and  possible  domination  of  selling  spots  by  groups. 

Originally   the  "family  rule"   had  been  for  the  protection  of  the  individual 

artist. 

It  was  decided   that   this   guideline  should  be  referred  back   to   the  committee 

for  more  study. 
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8.  Certificate  renewal:      The  proposed  penalty  payment  for  failing  to 
renew  certificates  within   the  alloted   time  has  been  declared  illegal   by 
the  City  Attorney  and   therefore  is  deleted  from  this  recommendation. 
Chairman  Nemerovski   stated   that   the  proposal    to  have  certificates  renewed 
within  10  days  was  amended   to  suggest  renewal   within  15  days.      She   further 
stated  that   this  was  an  attempt   to  prevent  people  who  live  outside   the 
City   from  keeping  licenses. 

Commissioner  Cannon  remarked   that  once  a   vote  is   taken,    the  staff  will   be 

instructed   to  prepare  back   up  material ;      this  will   be  circulated  and 

another  hearing  held  at  a  later  date. 

Commissioner  Englander  said   that  the  substance  of  the  recommendation  is 

that   the  certificate   should  be  renewed  in  person;      once   this  is  set   the 

conditions  should  be  decided  upon  at  a  later  date. 

Further  general   discussion  included  questions  on   early  renewal.      It  was 

confirmed   that  it  is  possible   to  renew  the  license  prior   to  expiration  date. 

9.  Identifying  information  on  certificates:  It  was  said  that  if  the 
certificates  are  laminated,  it  will  create  difficulties  in  updating  them 
upon  renewal . 

An  attendee  said   that   the  Street  Artist   staff  should  require   the  presenta- 
tion of  a   State  Resale  License  before  issuing  the  permit.      President 
Taliaferro  responded   that   this  was  not   the  responsibility  of  the  Art 
Commission. 

10.  Written  description  of  duties  of  staff:      Comment  from  audience 
that   these  duties   should  be  presented   to   the  street  artists.      Also,    they 
should  include  a  note  on  authority  assigned   to  staff. 

Chairman  Nemerovski   said   that   this   information  was  requested  by  her  committee . 

11.  Lottery  Committee  procedures,   minutes,    eta 

Chairman  Nemerovski   said   that  committee  minutes  had  been  provided  and  were 
appreciated. 

12.  Lotteries:      no  comments. 

13.  Procedure  or  policy   appeal:        no  comments. 

Upon  conclusion  of  the  above  discussions ,   Chairman  Nemerovski  presented  each 
item  for  a   vote. 

The  following  guidelines  were   unanimously  adopted  by   the  Art  Commission.      In 
each  instance   the  maker  of  the  motion  and  the  second  is  indicated. 

Resolution   #1977-88  Guidelines  for  Street  Artists  Program 

RESOLVED,    That   the  Art  Commission  does  hereby  approve   the  following  Guidelines 
for   the  Street  Artists  Program. 

1.  There  will   be  a  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Street  Artist  Program 

Committee  in  order   to  discuss  problems  of  the   staff  and  the  Advisory  and 
Lottery  Committees.      All   items  for  discussion  should  be  presented  in  writing 
to   the  Program  Director  so   that  a   specific  agenda  is  available  in  advance. 
Moved:        Chairman  Nemerovski;  2nd:      Commissioner  Cannon 
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2.  There  will   be  an  annual   review  of  the  Program,    and  all   policies 
will   be  subject   to  change  according  to   changing  needs. 

Moved:  Chairman  Nemerovski;  2nd:      Commissioner   Vedensky 

3.  Rescreening  and  all   future  screenings  should  be  done  under   the 
guidelines  already  presented  by   the  Advisory  Committee,    dealing  with   the  re- 
quirement  that  objects  must  be  handmade  by   the   seller. 

Moved:        Chairman  Nemerovski;  2nd:      Commissioner  Cannon 

4.  Re-screening  of  all   current  street  artists  should  begin   upon   the 
adoption  of  the  new  guidelines  and  should  be  carried  out  as  quickly  as 
possible   thereafter.

10.  An   appeal   of  procedure  or  policy  should  be  made  in  writing  to   the 
Director  of  the  Street  Artists  Program  who  will   bring  that  appeal    to   the 
attention  of  the  Street  Artist  Program  Committee .

Chairman  Nemerovski   announced   that   the  subject  of  available   spaces  and   the 
need  for  more  spaces   for  the  street  artists  will  be  discussed  at   the  next 
committee  meeting. 
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Commissioner  Englander  suggested  a   letter  be  sent   to   the  appropriate 
committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  affirming  our  support  of  the  Street 
Artist  Program  and  asking  that   the  number  of  spaces  be  augmented  rather 
than  reduced.      Director  Snipper  will   be  asked   to  send   this  letter. 


There  being  no  further  business   the  meeting  adjourned  at   3:50pm.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  -   Martin  Snipper  Art   Commission  mtg .    4/4/77 

I  am  enclosing  a   copy  of  a  proposed  charter  amendment   that   calls  for  the 
Board  of  Supervisors   to  review  the  work  of  various  Boards  and  Commissions 
and  make  recommendations  as   to   their  continuance. 

I  think   the  proposal   is  ill   advised  and  it  is  my  hope   that   the  Commission 
will    express  its  opposition. 

The  most  important  aspect  of  course  is   that  it  contravenes   the  concept  of 
the  separation  of  the  legislative  and  executive  branches  of  our  government. 

All    the  Commissioners   are  appointed  by   the  Mayor  and  may  loosely  be   termed 
part  of  the  Mayor's  family.      It  proposes    that   the  legislative  body  will 
"review"    the  Executive' s    Commissions,    and,    at   their  discretion   -  submit  a 
charter  amendment   to  abolish  any  one  of  them.      I  believe   this  is   unwarranted 
interference  and  in  fact   -   a  form  of  intimidation. 

It  should  be  noted   that   the  bulk  of  the  Commissions  serve  functions   -  Police, 
Fire,   Public  Utilities,   Planning  etc.      Presumably   these  may  be  protected 
because  of  the  nature  of  their  activity  -  but  activities   that   they  deem  marginal 
such  as   those  represented  by   the  Art  Commission,   may  be   vulnerable . 

Finally,    it   is  ill-considered  because  no  provision  is  made  for  continuing  an 
operation   or  activity  once   the  responsible  Commission  is  abolished.      Having 
abolished   the  Police  Commission  for  example,    who   then   is  responsible  for   the 
conduct  of   the  Department? 

I  will   ask   that   the  Commission  discuss   this  matter  at   the  meeting. 


We  have  finally  settled  our   "Pops"   scheduling.      Mr.    Fiedler  ha  d  informed 
us   that  he  would  not  be  available  for  our  nine   scheduled  concerts.      He 
selected  five  dates   in   the  middle  of  our  season   which  would  have  required 
us   to  open   with   two  guest   conducted  concerts  and   to  close  with   the  same. 
This   is   simply  bad  programming  and  presented  us  with  an  awkward  situation   - 
coming  as  it  did   -   two  months  before  our   tickets   go  on   sale. 

Since  Fiedler  had  consented   to   conduct  at   Stern  Grove,   July   24   -   the  day 
after  our  closing  concert   with  a   guest    (July  23)    -   I  insisted   that  he 
cancel    that  date  and  conduct   the  Sunday   concert   for   the  Art  Commission 
instead;      thereby  closing  our   season. 

His   Stern  Grove  concert  was  accordingly  re-scheduled  for  an  August  date,    and 
our  concerts   will   open   with  Carmen  Dragon  conducting  the  first   two  concerts, 
Fiedler   the  next  five,   Norman  Leyden  of  Portland   the  following  two  and   the 
last   concert  by  Fiedler. 
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The   tentative  schedule  of  programs  is  as  follows:

III  The  Romeros    (Family  of  four  guitarists) 
TV  William  Bolcom  and  Joan  Morris

VIII  Rodger s   &  Hammerstein 

IX  A  Midsummer  Gala 

X  Old   Timers  Night   at   the  Pops 

Our  soloists  are   in   the  process  of  being  engaged. 

Since   the  Art  Commission  in  a  prior  resolution  authorized  nine  concerts, 
it   is  necessary   to  approve   the  following  resolution: 

RESOLVED,    That   the  Director  is  hereby  authorized   to  present   ten  concerts; 
the  concluding  concert   to  be  on  July   24. 


The  Civic  Auditorium  has  informed  us   that  no_  days  are  available  for 
our  1978   season   -   the  Auditorium  having  been  booked  solid.      This  problem 
is  of  longstanding.      The  City's  policy  is   to  permit   the  Convention  and 
Tourist  Bureau   to  book  an   unlimited   time  in  advance,   whereas   the  Art 
Commission  may  only  book  one  year  ahead. 

As  a   result  of  this   unwritten  policy,    we  often  run  into  conflicts ,   but 
never    (as   in   this  case)    to  our   total   exclusion. 

A  meeting  is  being  arranged  between  Roger  Boas,  Wally  Wortman  of  Real 
Estate  and  Joe  Balzer  of  the  Auditorium  to  see  if  arrangements  can  be 
made   to  accommodate  our   "Pops".      We  remain  hopeful. 


We  recently  had  a   visit   from  Jim  Backas,    a   special   consultant   to   the 
N.E.A.,    who   is  conducting  a  national   survey   to  determine   the  feasibility 
of  the  NEA  funding  community  arts   councils   -   such  as  ours. 

In   terms   of  the  National   scene,    we  often  receive  bulletins  and  publications 
that   are  most  informative.      A  recent  bulletin  from  ACA   included   the  following 
items   of  interest: 

In  a  policy   statement  Secretary  Coleman  pointed  out   that  expenditures  by 
the  Transportation  Dept.    for  highways,    railroad  stations,    airline   terminals , 
etc.    amount   to  a   large  portion  of  federally  funded  construction  programs. 
Therefore,   Coleman  said,    "the  Department  proposed   to   establish  a  process 
which  will    encourage    the   use  of  art   and   good  design   in   the  development   of 
federally  funded   transportation  projects" . 
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IN   BRIEF    . .  . 

The  Interior  Department  and   the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(HUD)    have  contributed   to   two  recently   completed  restorations  of  cultural 
facilities.      The  Buffalo   Theatre,   a  movie  palace  of  the   1920  era,    benefitted 
from  a    $15,000  matching  grant  from  Interior   that   will   enable   the  community 
to  repair  a   badly   damaged  roof.      In  Milwaukee,    the   1895  Pabst   Theatre  has 
reopened  after  being  closed  since  1969.      HUD  and   the  city  added   $2M  to  a 
$500,000  contribution  from  the  Pabst  brewery  and   the  building  was  restored 
in    time   for  a   grand   re-opening  last   fall. 

Rep.   Fred  Richmond    (D-NY)    has  reintroduced  his  bill    to  provide   taxpaers  with 
an  opportunity   to  make  contributions   to   the  Arts  and  Humanities  Endowments 
via   their  annual    tax  return  form.      The  bill   is  numbered  HR  1042  and  has  been 
referred   to   the  House  Ways  and  Means   Committee.      The  FCC  has  approved  a  plan 
submitted  by   Western   Union  and   the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting   that 
calls  for   the  development  of  a   satellite  system   to  distribute  programs   to 
public  stations  and  others  around   the   country.      The   system  will   cost  an 
estimated   $39. 5M.      Public  TV  programs  are   currently  distributed   to   local 
stations  by  courier  or  telephone  lines.      It  is  expected   that   the   use  of 
satellites   will   not  only  expand  its  reach  but  improve   the  quality  of  its 
signals  as  well....   An  exhibition   of  oils  and  acrylics  opened  last  month 
and  attracted  more   than   the  usual   interest.      The  artist  is  AFL-CIO  President 
George  Meany ,who  has  billed  himself  as  an  amateur  painter  for   the  past   20  years. 
Although  working  predominantly   in   still    lifes,    landscapes  and  seascapes, 
Meany  has,    in   recent   years,    ventured  into  abstracts  and  whimsical   portraits. 
He   told  reporters   that   he  does  not  want   to  be  disciplined   to  any  particular 
mode  but  prefers   to   experiment   in  a   number  of  areas.      "Its  so  relaxing"   he 
said,    "I  can  even  forget  about   the  economy  and  my  cigars"....      The  Department 
of  Interior  has   allocated  16. 5M  for  historic  preservation   grants   to  states, 
localities  and   the  National    Trust  for  Historic  Preservation.      State  and 
local   funds  are   intended   to  help  states  with  comprehensive  preservation  surveys 
and  plans,    as   well   as  public  and  private  projects   to  acquire,    restore,   or 
otherwise  preserve  properties   listed  on   the  Register  of  Historic  Places. 
The  National  Register  is  America' s  official   inventory   of  cultural   properties 
worthy  of  preservation.      Properties  are  nominated  by  states  as  a  result  of 
grant-assisted  surveys. 

THE   ARTS  AND   GOVERNMENT  ABROAD    . . . 

The  wife  of  Sweden's  new  premier   touched  off  a  furore  last  month  when  she 

announced  she  would  join  a   fast   to  protest   "the  miserly  allocation  of 

cul tural   funds   for  north  Sweden . " 

Mrs.    Solveig  Faelldin,    who  continues   to  reside  on   the  family's  sheep  farm 

in  northern   Sweden   said:    "I  feel    very  strongly  about   the  way  northern  Sweden 

is  mistreated  when   the  funds  for  culture  are  distributed" . 

Though   the  press   labeled  her  protest  a   strike  against  her  husband's 

government  policy,    she   denied  it   by  pointing  out    that    the  State   Cultural 

Board   which  distributes   such   funds  in   an  independent   agency  and  not  part  of 

the   government.      The  hunger  strike  was   called  by  a    theatre  manager  who  asked 

365  prominent  people   to  fast  one  day  each  during  the  next  year. 
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Meanwhile,    the  cold  realities  of  inflation,    and  worsening  economic  conditions 
have  hit   the  arts  in  Britain  and  France.      Britain' s  new  National    Theatre 
which  opened  last  summer  is  projecting  a   $5M  deficit   for  its  first   year  and 
has  been   told  by   the  British  Arts   Council    to  put  on  fewer  plays  and  lay 
off  part  of  the  basic  company.      The  Council   itself,    which  dispensed  about 
$62M  last   year  has  come  under  fire  in  Parliament  for  supporting  "fringe" 
activities.      Perhaps  a  portent  of  more   trouble   to  come  can  be  seen  in  a 
decision  by  Prime  Minister  Callaghan   to  shelve  a  plan   that  would  promote 
the  Minister  for  the  Arts   to   cabinet  rank.      Callaghan  has  called  upon 
Parliament   to  consider  ways   to   encourage  more  contributions   from  individuals 
and  corporations. 

In  France,    the  National    Theatre  of  Chaillot  was  forced   to   take  a   50%   cut  in 
government  aid   this   year.      Because  of  this,    the   theatre  will   stage  plays  by 
visiting  companies  but  will   not  mount  any  of  its  own  productions .      Other 
institutions   also   face   severe  cuts     including  Peter  Brook's  Couffes  du  Nord 
playhouse . 

Despite   the  austerity  program,    the  British  Arts  Council   has  served  notice 
that   it   will   not   remain  static  in  developing  new  programs .      Recently ,    it 
allocated   $210,000   to  launch  a   new  Theatre   Investment  Fund    (TIF),    which 
plans   to  invest   in  London  shows  produced  by   "commercial"  managements.      The 
Funds'    resources  are   to  be  a     mixture  of  governmental   and  private  money. 
TIF  will   make   investments  juas  as  any  private  investor  would.      However, 
returns  on   the  share   contributed  by   the   government  would  be  re-invested   to 
form  a  revolving  kitty   that   will   support  future  productions.

FILE  NO.  502-76  CHARTER  AMENDMENT 


Describing  and  setting  forth  a  proposal  to  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  add  to  the  Charter  of  said 
City  and  County  Section  3.500-1  thereto,  relating  to  review  of  boards 
and  commissions. 

The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

hereby  submits  to  the  qualified  electors  of  said  city  and  county  at  an 

election  to  be  held  therein  on  November  8,  1977,  a  proposal  to  amend 

the  charter  of  said  city  and  county  by  adding  section  3.500-1  as  follows: 

NOTE:  Additions  or  substitutions  are  indicated  by 
bold-face  type;  deletions  are  indicated  by 
( (double  parentheses) ) . 

3.500-1  Review  of  Boards  and  Commissions 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  the  charter  to  the  contrary, 
each  board  or  commission  appointed  by  the  mayor,  or  otherwise  provided 
by  this  charter,  shall  be  subject  to  review  by  the  board  of  supervisors 
with  a  determination  to  be  made  by  the  board  of  supervisors  as  to 
whether  said  board  or  commission  shall  continue  to  exist.   This  deter- 
mination shall  be  made  prior  to  the  commencement  of  consideration  of 
the  budget  by  the  committee  of  the  board  of  supervisors  authorized  to 
consider  said  budget,  and  if  a  commission  or  board  is  abolished,  all 
necessary  administrative  or  legislative  action,  including  submission  of 
a  charter  amendment,  shall  take  place  immediately  to  effectuate  the 
abolishment  of  said  board  or  commission. 

Review  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  all  boards  and  commissions 
shall  occur  every  four  years,  commencing  in  February  1978.  Specific 
guidelines  for  review  by  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  be  made  at  a 
joint  meeting  of  the  legislative  and  personnel  and  governmental  ser- 
vice committees  of  the  board  held  during  the  month  following  passage 
3f  this  charter  amendment.  Such  guidelines  shall  be  incorporated 
into  the  rules  of  the  board  of  supervisors.

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1.  Community  Cultural  Facilities 

Exciting  programming  has  attracted  attention  to  the  South  of  Market  Cultural  Center, 
one  of  a  large  number  of  display  sites  for  the  South  of  Market  Artists'  "Open  Studio." 
During  the  four  weekends  of  the  show's  run,  more  than  1500  people  visited  the  Brannan 
Street  facility,  studying  the  paintings,  sculpture  and  video  pieces  displayed  there. 
Critics  of  the  daily  papers  and  art  journals  toured  the  studios  and  praised  the 
work,  some  of  it  more  interesting  (if  less  marketable)  than  current  fare  in  the  gal- 
leries.  Both  critics  and  other  viewers  commented  on  the  impressiveness  of  transforming 
a  machine  company  into  a  gallery/cultural  center,  utilizing  the  openness  and  light  of 
the  old  structure.   The  show  comes  down  this  weekend  to  make  way  for  Spring  celebra- 
tions on  Sunday,  May  1st  at  10:00.   Ceremonies  will  include  re-enactments  of  the  spring 
rituals  of  American  Indians  and  Pilipinos,  two  communities  the  Center  is  serving. 
District  Organizers  Russell  Robles  has  also  arranged  for  performances  by  Bagong  Diwa 
Dance  Company,  the  Asian-American  Dance  Collective,  the  Pomaikai  Polynesian  Dancers, 
and  the  Taiko  drummers  whose  remarkable  performance  you  may  recall  from  last  fall's 
opening  of  the  "Other  Sources"  show  at  the  Institute.   You  are,  of  course,  invited  to 
join  us.   It  promises  to  be  a  moving  multi-ethnic  festival. 

Both  Open  Studio  and  the  Spring  Celebration  are  excellent  means  to  notify  artists 
about  the   Center's  potential.  The  audiences  being  attracted  constitute 

a  large  segment  of  the  interested  and  active  public  for  that  Center.   Now  we  must 
beign  to  find  and  free  the  funds  to  meet  the  growing  expectations. 

With  attorneys'  approving  the  wording  of  the  new  title,  the  Western  Addition  Cultural 
Center  at  762  Fulton  Street  is  just  about  in  our  hands.   All  that  remains  is  the  com- 
pletion of  the  paperwork.   Thus,  we  are  preparing  staff  to  manage  the  facility.   The 
task  falls  to  District  Organizer  Buriel  Clay  who  has  worked  in  that  district  for 
nearly  ten  years.   Buriel,  a  playwright  of  note  both  in  this  town  and  New  York,  founded 
the  Black  Writers'  Workshop  and     taught  there  along  with  Alex  Haley  before  his  suc- 
cess with  Roots.   Buriel  is  currently  looking  at  plans  for  the  Center,  identifying 
projects  which  muit  be  accomplished  before  the  building  opens.   He  has  worked  with  CETA 
coordinator  Anne-Marie  Theilen  to  identify  CETA  staff  to  help  design  programs  for 
earliest  months  of  activity  in  the  more  than.  37,0(^0  square  feet. 

The  South  San  Fancisco  Opera  House  in  Bayview/Hunters  Point  has  been  the  site  of 
three  major  productions  in  the  five-and-a-half  weeks  since  its  opening.   More  than 
500  people  have  attended  these  performances.   Otherwise  the  Opera  House  is  operating 
six  days  a  week,  ten  hours  a  day  with  rehearsals  and  workshops  predominating  .   The 
Interim  advisory  council  is  still  refining    its  procedures  and  policies.   It  is 
beginning  to  pull  itself  together,  looking  forward  to  a  strcng  summer  program  with 
increased  productions  and  workshops  attracting  the  energies  of  local  residents,  par- 
ticularly youth. 

Last  weekend  nine  staff  members  with  responsibilities  for  the  cultural  centers  met 
with  a  professionally  trained  management  consultant,  Larry  Lien  of  the  Bechtel  Corp. 
"Mr.  Lien's  background  in  Organizational  Design  will  be  well  utilized  to  define  re- 
sponsibility, authority  and  lines  of  communication  among  the  staff.  The  Community 
Management  Association  is  sponsoring  Mr.  Lien  on  a  grant  for  services  secured  by 
NAT/Brannan  Manager  Keith  St.  Clare.  The  favorable  response  of  participants  bodes 
well  for  the  followup  sessions  in  the  coming  months. 

Redevlopment  Agnecy  was  not  moved  by  the  resolution  passed  at  the  Cultural  Facilities 
Committee's  March  meeting,  asking  them  to  delay  putting  the  Goodman  Building  on  the 
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market.   The  Agency  is  asking  $196,000  for  the  building  and  the  Myrtly  Street  flats. 
While  the  price  is  low  for  that  neighborhood,  developers  are  driven  away  by  the  exor- 
bitant costs  of  bringing  the  building  up  to  code  for  commercial  use,  and  the  prospect 
of  legal  battles  over  the  meaning  of  its  landmark  status. 

Staff  has  received  a  proposal  that  the  Commission  lease  for  $150,000  four  of  the 
Geary  Street  storefronts  for  nine  years.   While  this  is  down  considerably  from  their 
earlier  figure  of  $300 ,-$400, 000,  staff  still  has  some  concerns  which  it  voiced  in 
meetings  with  representatives  from  the  Building. 

(a)  What  will  our  money  pay  for?   Is  it  subsidizing  the  rent  of 
a  few,  fortunate  artists  upstairs,  given  the  amortization  of 
financing  and  capital  improvement  costs? 

(b)  Can  the  Commission  afford  this  amount,  given  our  commitments 
to  the  buildings  we  own?   Is  it  possible  to  get  the  Redevelopment 

Agency  to  write  down  the  price  of  the  building,  which  would 
enhance  the  project's  feasibility? 

(c)  What  assurances  will  be  made  with  regard  to  programming 
and  outreach?   How  thorough-going  and  successful  have  out- 
reach programs  been  in  the  past? 

(d)  A  related  but  distinct  and  important  question— which  audi- 
ence (s)  is  the  building  going  to  serve?   Have  they  been  success- 
ful in  serving  them  in  the  past?   Is  the  audience  different  from 
the  one(s)  the  ml ton  Street  Center  will  serve?

2.  Funding 

The  temperance  which  comes  with  April's  budgetary  revelations  makes  it  the  cruellest 
of  months.   The  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  made  no  exception  this  year.   Tech- 
nicians for  the  cultural  centers  were  the  harshest  cut,  forcing  us  to  rely  on  CETA  for 
these  positions.   Harvey  Rose,  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  Budget  Analyst  recommended 
that  our  request  for  building  managers  be  fulfilled  with  money  from  the  Office  of 
Community  Development's  Crime  Prevention  Package.   President  Taliaferro,  however, 
seems  to  have  persuaded  the  Supervisors  of  the  importance  of  those  salaries'  coming 
our  of  Ad  Valorem  Taxes.   Otherwise,  the  Mayor  recommended  a  cut  in  the  general  opera- 
ting support  of  the  program  (to  $105,000,  down  from  $114,000)  and  a  modest  increase  in 
the  utility  and  maintenance  support  for  the  cultural  centers  at  $26,000  (although 
this  is  a  decrease  of  $32,000  in  our  request).   This  leaves  us  approximately  $200,000 
yet  to  raise. 

•Of  this  we  have  just  received  a  grant  of  $24,000  from  the  San  Francisco  Foundation 
for  4  part-time  positions  for  the  cultural  centers.   This  staff  would  function  as 
program  coordinators  and  be  charged  with  responsibility  for  outreach,  ensuring  that 
the  facilities  not  become  isolated  from  the  communities  they're  located  in,  and  that 
they  don't  duplicate  programs  sponsored  by  other  institutions  in  the  neighborhood. 
The  Foundation  has  stipulated,  however,  that  we  must  raise  $12,000  to  match  their 
money.   Given  our  projected  cash  needs,  this  will  not  be  a  problem.   Thus,  we  ask 
you  to  support  the  following  resolution: 
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RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  the 
Executive  Director  to  accept  a  $24,000  grant  from  the  San 
Francisco  Foundation. 

We  also  received  two  grants  from  the  California  Arts  Council  totaling  $14,400.   Both 
were  granted  under  the  Council's  Artists  in  Community  Program.   One  position  is  for 
the  Mission  Cultural  Center  where  artist  Gilberto  Osorio  will  work  as  an  Arts  Program 
Coordinator,  developing  workshops  in  the  plastic  arts  and,  with  the  assistance  of 
Reynaldo  Castillon  of  the  S.F.  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  develop  a  gallery  in  the  Shaff's 
Building.   At  Neighborhood  Arts  Theater,  dancer  Barbara  Mitsueda  will  be  sponsored  to 
provide  free  dance  instruction  to  develop  an  Asian  dance  form  reflecting  the  Asian- 
American  experience.   Because  the  grants  were  submitted  before  the  Executive  Director 
instituted  his  policy  of  February  22nd  requiring  the  program  to  secure  the  permission 
of  the  Commission  to  apply  for  grants,  we  ask  you  to  approve  our  applying  and  accepting 
these  grants. 


RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize   the 
Executive  Director  to  apply  for  and  accept  two  grants  in 
the  amount  of  $7,200  each  from  the  California  State  Arts 
Council. 


3.  CETA  Program 

CETA  Coordinator  Anne-Marie  Theilen  is  compiling  two  packets  of  information  that 
might  be  of  interest  to  you.   The  first  is  a  job  description  of  all  personnel 
employed  in  NAP's  CETA  Program.   The  second  is  a  list  of  all  projects  completed 
by  CETA  artists  since  197  5. 

After  eight  months  of  work,  Susan  Cervantes  has  completed  her  mural  at  LeConte  School- 
Precita  Park.   Its  subject  is  "Family  Life."   Dewey  Crumpler  has  finished  his  mural 
at  Joseph  P.  Lee  Recreation  Center,  across  from  the  Hunters  Point  Cultural  Center. 
Its  vivid  colors  give  a  liveliness  to  the  area  that  we  soon  hope  to  see  the  Cultural 
Center  lend  to  the  entire  neighborhood. 

With  the  support  of  the  Alvarado  School  Program,  the  CETA  Program  and  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Foundation,  the  Wong  sisters  have  started  an  Asian  Puppet  Theater.   Workshops 
are  held  in  secondary  schools,  which  culminate  in  a  production  for  the  entire  student 
body.   The  students  initiate  the  process,  compiling  dialogue  and  music  for  the  per- 
formance.  In  May,  the  theater  will  bring  performances  to  senior  centers  in  Chinatown. 

Noel  Jewkes,  a  CETA  musician  of  diverse  talents  and  interests,  assisted  in  a  moving 
production  of  Lalo  Schriffrin's  Jazz  Suite  on  the  Mass  Texts.  Funds  from  the  San 
Francisco  Foundation,  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  and  the  National  Endowment  made 
-possible  this  performance  with  the  San  Francisco  Community  Chorus.  * 

The  Gardeners  have  published  a  booklet  on   drought  gardening  which  is  distributed 
free  to  the  community  gardening  projects  to  assist  them  in  their  work.   Similarly, 
the  Gardening  project  in  cooperation  with  the  Fort  Mason  Foundation  held  a  two-day 
Organic  Garden  Fair  at  Peir  3.   They  built  containers  and  held  seminars  in  all  as- 
pects of  organic  gardening — from  the  earliest  phases  to  harvesting. 

David  Bradley  who  works  in  the  NAP  Office  is  starting  a  Performing  Arts  Service  Exchange, 
The  Exchange  will  supplement  our  existing .services  to  seniors  and  youth.  Member  artists 
will  be  asked  to  provide  performances  in  return  for  specific  information  about  their 
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projects.   Those  willing  to  serve  the  community  will  receive  a  one-year  membership 
at  no  cost.   Others  who  look  to  the  Exchange  for  placement  in  a  paying  situation 
will  assist  in  the  Exchange's  operation.   A  cross  index  of  performing  arts  informa- 
tion will  be  compiled  to  implement  the  following  services: 

(a)  For  Poets  —  showcasing  their  work,  assisting  in  a  publishing 
co-op,  and  starting  individual  and  group  readings. 

(b)  For  Musicians  —  finding  gigs,  assisting  in  establishing  a  re- 
cording co-op,  assisting  with  individual  and  group  promotions. 

(c)  For  Theater  Groups  —  placing  audition  notices  and  helping  to 
find  rehearsal  space 

(d)  For  'Dance  Groups — presenting  festivals  and  shows,  as  well  as 
finding  rehearsal  space.

Commissioner  Englander  asked  if  there  had  been  any  further  developments

Commissioner  Frankenstein  offered   to   try  and  raise  funds  for   the  binders 
and   the  printing. 
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LITERATURE  COMMITTEE   -      Chairman  Frankenstein 

No  report. 

President   Taliaferro   stated   that   the  United  Nations  Plaza   fountain  is 
nearly   completed  and  upon  request  he  had  recommended   that   Commissioner 
Frankenstein  be  contacted   to   work  on   the  needed  inscriptions . 
Commissioner  Frankenstein   stated   that  he  would  be  happy   to  help  but 
that   the  project  required   the  assistance  of  a  historian. 

STREET  ARTIST  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Nemerovski 

Chairman  Nemerovski   reported   that   a  meeting  had  been  held  in  regards 

to   the  screening .      The  Advisory  Committee  had  presented   the  guidelines. 

One  objection  was   raised  which  resulted  in   the  following  additional 

statement   to  be  inserted  at   the  heading:    "Bead  Stringers"    . . . "to  assure 

(ensure)    that  artists   have  made   the  work  they  wish   to  sell." 

After  discussion  the  following  changes  were  also  approved. 

Candles:      Change  from   "high  degree  of  original   design"    to   "must  show  a 

change  from  the  original  mold". 

Photography:      Change  from   "No  self  developing  film  camera   work  should  be 

allowed  unless   employed  in  some  specially  unique  manner"   to   "developing- 

film  camera   work  should  be  employed  in  some  conceptually   unique  manner". 

Chairman  Nemerovski   submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 

by  Commissioner  Carlisle  and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval   of  the 

Commission. 

Resolution   #1977-111  Acceptance  of  Guidelines  for  Screening 

of  Street  Artists 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby     approve   the  guidelines  with   the 
above  changes . 

Chairman  Nemerovski  brought   to   the   attention  of  the  Commission   the  problem 
of  the  number  of  spaces   that  are  allocated   to   street  artists.      No  limit 
exists  on   the  number  of  licenses   to  be  given,    however,    the  Board  of 
Supervisors  controls   where   the  artists   can  sell.      We  now  have  more 
licenses   than   spaces  allotted  and  approximately   1500  people  are  awaiting 
screening.      The  subject  of  the  need  for  more  spaces  is   to  be  discussed 
again  at   the  next   committee  meeting. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  stated   that  he  had  been  contacted  by  a   repre- 
sentative of  the  Pickle  Family  Circus   who  were  in   urgent  need  of  funds 
to  present   their  performances  on  July   4.      He  introduced  Larry  Pisoni 
of  Pickle  Family  Circus  who  informed   the  Commission   that  GGNRA   had  pro- 
vided funds  for  the  last   three  years.      This   year   they   were  unable   to 
support   the  program  fully  but  might  be  able   to  assist  if  the  Art 
Commission  were   to  provide  half  the  funds,    in   the  amount  of  $2,000. 
President   Taliaferro  stated   that  he  had  been   contacted  by   the  group 
but  had  not  brought  it   to   the  Commission  due   to   the  fact   that  no  pro- 
cedures have  yet  been   established  for  the  allocation  of  funds  from 
the  Performing  Arts  Fund.      He   stated   that  it  is  a   very  good  project. 
Discussion  on   the  Performing  Arts  Fund  continued. 
Commissioner  Frankenstein   asked   that  an  allocation  of  funds  from  the 
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Performing  Arts  Fund  be  considered  as   this  was  an  immediate  need. 

President   Taliaferro  noted   that  he  had  asked  Commissioner  Brown   to  chair 
the  Performing  Arts  Committee   and   that  he  will   appoint   the  committee 
members  later   this  month.      Discussion   would   then  be  held  on   the  Fund  and 
the  manner  of  allocating  monies,    so   that  recommendations   for  its   use 
could  be  made   to   the  Commission.      He   suggested   that  if  the  Commission 
provide   $2,000  for   the  Pickle  Family  Circus   then  possibly   the  remainder 
could  be  provided  by  GGNRA    (Golden   Gate  National   Recreation  Area) . 
Commissioner  Frankenstein  submitted   the  following  resolution   which  was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Lau   and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval   of  the 
Commission. 

Resolution   #1977-112  Allocation  of  funds-Pickle  Family  Circus 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  allocation  of  $2,000 
from   the  Performing  Arts  Fund  for   the  Pickle  Family  Circus. 

Bill   Irwin,   of  the  Pick  Family  Circus   expressed   their  appreciation. 

President   Taliaferro  stated   that  he  had  suggested   to  Commissioner  Brown 
the  possibility  of  establishing,    through   the  Performing  Arts  Fund,    a 
program  of  Awards   to  be   given   to   theatre  and  dance  groups.      He  asked 
the  Commission   to  consider  the  idea   of  an  Awards  Program. 

President   Taliaferro  said  that   the  Commission  has  been  asked   to  assist   in 
developing  an   "All  American  News  Rack" .      There  is  an  existing  and  con- 
tinuing problem  in   the  City  with  regards   to  newsracks  of  all   shapes  and 
sizes.      One  suggesition  is   that  a  kiosk  be  constructed  which  would  con- 
tain a  number  of  newsracks .      The  Civic  Design  Committee  will   be  asked 
to  approve  a   final   design.      Cost  of  the  racks   would  be  ammortized  by 
the  newspaper  companies .      Possibly  a   competition   could  be  held  if  a 
prize   could  be  provided  by   the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski   was  asked  about   the  status  of  re-screening;      she 
responded   that  re-screening  is  going  ahead  as   scheduled ;      screening  for 
new  artists   will   be  brought   to   the  attention  of  the  City  Attorney  for 
clarification.      In  response   to   a  further  question  regarding  complaints 
made  about   the  staff,   President   Taliaferro  responded  that  he  would  dis- 
cuss  this  with  Commissioner  Nemerovski   and  will   have  an  answer  at   the 
next   committee  meeting. 

Ron  Mathieson,    street  artist,    asked   the  Commission   to  adopt   two  resolu- 
tions regarding  approval   of  spaces   that  are  under   the  jurisdiction  of 
other  city  agencies.      Commissioner  Nemerovwki   will   contact   the  agencies 
involved . 

There  being  no  further  business   the  meeting  adjourned  at   4:55pm.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  -  Martin  Snipper  For  meeting  of  May   2,1977 


This   year's   "Pops"   concerts  are  arranged,   but  at   this  moment  it  appears   that 
we  will   be   unable   to  present  our  1978  series. 

Presenting   the  Symphony  Orchestra   is  a  matter  of  orchestrating  the  availa- 
bility of  the  Auditorium,    the  orchestra   itself,    and   the  necessary   conductors 
and  soloists .      For   the  past   27   years   we  have  always  managed   to  get   the  audi- 
torium,  which  seems   to  be  our  principal  problem.      Next   year  it  will   be   un- 
available. 

I  have  been   informed ,    repeatedly ,    that  it   is  city  policy   to  permit   the 
Convention  and   Tourist  Bureau   to  book   the  facilities  any  number  of  years 
in  advance;      while   the  Art  Commission  is  not  permitted   to  do  so  more   than 
one  year  ahead. 

Each   there   there  have  been   increasing   threats  and  questions   as   to  whether 
we  could  get   the  auditorium,   but  in  1978  we  are  completely  locked  out. 

Our  problem  is   that   the  Orchestra   completes  its  concert   series  at   the  end 
of  May.      In  June   they  are  given   an  annual   vacation.      In  August   they   commence 
the   "in-school"   program.      July  is   the  only   time  available   to   the  Art  Commission. 
The  dates  of  the  school   program  cannot  be  switched  because  of  the  school 
calendar.      It  is  apparent,    therefore,    that  we  do  not  have  many  options. 

The  question  of   "city  policy"   is   interesting  in   that   the  Board  of  Supervisors 
have  not  passed  an  ordinance   to   this  effect;      nor  can   we  locate  a   resolution 
on   it.      It   seems   to  be,    therefore,   a  decision  by  an  earlier  Chief  Administra- 
tive Officer.      If  so,    it   reflects  an  attitude  of  the  C.A.O.    rather   than  a 
city  policy. 

We  fail    to   understand  why  any   group   -  local   or  distant  has  priority  in  a 
city.      Our  needs  have  been  known  for  27   years  and  yet  each   year  we  face  a 
new  battle.      Do   the   60,000  San  Francisco  people  who  attend   the   "Pops"  merit 
less  consideration   than   tourists?     Should  all    city  activities  be  submomated   to 
tourism?     If  this  is   the  case   -  why   is   the  Opera  House  exempt   -   or  is   it   that 
a   convention  can  force  cancellation  of  opera  and  symphony  performances? 

It  has  been  almost   impossible  for  VI ally  Wortman,    the  Director  of  Real   Estate, 
to  arrange  a  meeting  with  Roger  Boas  and  so  I  have  written  a  letter   to  him 
on   the  matter. 


Each   year  we  contract  with   the  catering  company  in   the  Civic  Auditorium 
for   the   rental   of   tables  and  services.      It  now  seems   that    the  Controller 
wants  full   Art  Commission  approval   of  every  contract.      I  will,    therefore, 
be   introducing   the  following  resolution: 

RESOLVED,    That   the  Art  Commission   does  hereby  authorize   the  Director   to 
enter  into  contract   with  Welch  Catering  Co.    for   the  rental   of  tables  and 
services  at   the  1977   "Pops"   concerts,    in   the  amount  of  $12,100.

The  Art  Commission  is  the  beneficiary  of  grants  from  the  N.E.A.  I  have 
received  the  enclosed  communication  from  A.C.A.  It  would  be  helpful  if 
the  Commissioners ,  individually,  would  send  letters  of  support.  I  will 
be  introducing   the  following  resolution: 

RESOLVED,    That   the  Art  Commission  does  hereby  authorize   the  Director  and/or 
the  President   to  write   the   concerned  Congressional   committees  of  the  Art 
Commission' s   support   for  a   full   appropriation  for   the  N.E.A. 


It   is  necessary   that   the  Art  Commission  renew  certain   contracts  annually 
for  specific  services.      I  will,    therefore,    be   introducing  the  following 
resolutions  in  respect   to   the  Director  of  the  Civic  Chorale  and   the  Public 
Relations  representative. 

RESOLVED,    That   this   Commission  does  hereby  authorize   the  Director   to  enter 
into  contract  with  Winifred  Baker  as  Director  of  the  Civic  Chorale, 
(contingent   upon  receipt  of  funds  from  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer) . 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  the  Director  to  enter 
into  contract  with  Ray  King  for  publicity  services  for  the  "Pops"  concerts 
in   the  amount  of  $7,500. 


We  are  enclosing  our  memo   to   the  Art  Commission' s  Finance  Committee  on 

our  budget  as  recommended  by   the  Mayor's  Office.      It  is  certainly  inadequate 

in   terms  of  our  needs  or   to  maintain  our  program. 

When  we  recently  wrote   to   the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  requesting 
assistance,    we  were  not  in   a  position   to  specify  amounts  because  we  did  not  have 
either   the  Mayor's  or   the  Board  of  Supervisors  recommendations.      Since   the 
Mayor's  budget  is  now  specific  and  since   the  budget  analyst  of   the  Board  of 
Supervisors  has   indicated  his   recommendations,    we  felt  free   to  approach   the 
C.A.O.    with  a  definite  request.      We  could  not   reach  Mr.   Boas,   but   we  did 
speak  to  Mr.   Miller,    the  Assistant  C.A.O.    and   to  Mrs.    Dykes  of  that  office. 
I  was  asked   to  put  our  request   in  writing.      At   the  moment  we  cannot   tell   what 
their  response  will   be.      We  have  asked   that   the  support  for   the  N.A.P.    be 
continued  at   the  same  level   as   last   year    ($100,000)    and  that   the  Art  Festival 
be  given   $15,000    ($8,000  in  1976)    and   $18,000  for   the  Civic  Chorale. 


Today   I  received   the  enclosed  letter  and  request  from  the  Chinese  Folk  Dance 
Federation.      It  was  received   too  late   to  refer  to  a   committee,    and  since   that 
which   they  ask  is  free  of  cost  and  may  well    serve  a   community  project,    I  will 
introduce   the  following  resolution. 

RESOLVED,    That   the  Art  Commission  approves ,   supports  and  sponsors   the  Chinese 
Folk  Dance  Association  and  will   lend  such  assistance  as  possible   to   their 
project .

NOW  is  the  time  to  contact  meters  of  the  subcommittees  listed 
below  to  request  that  the  fully  authorized  amount  of  $137,5 
million  is  appropriated  to  the  Arts  Endowment  so  that  the  arts 
may  continue  to  grow  and  touch  the  lives  of  all  Americans* 

At  the  direction  of  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget,  the 
Arts  Endowment  is  requesting  only  $114.5  million  for  Fiscal  '78. 
ACA's  Board  of  Directors  feels  that  the  need  is  much  greater. 
In  testimony  before  the  two  subcommittees  ACA  will  stress 
1)  the  economic  impact  of  arts  activity  on  local,  state  and 
federal  economies   2)  the  extent  of  unemployment  and  under- 
employment among  professional  artists   3)  the  contribution 
that  artists  can  ma>e  to  the  quality  of  life  in  a  community, 
ACA  will  strongly  recommend  that  special  consideration  be  "iven 
to  Challenge  Grant  applications  which  give  evidence  of  community 
or  state-wide  planning.   Our  testimony  speaks  of  $240  million 
as  being  closer  to  the  real  need  of  the  arts.

Airport  Art  Enrichment  Program 

Chairman  Montgomery  reported  on  meeting  held  by   the  working  committee  on 

the  Airport  Art  Enrichment  and  presented  a   copy  of  their  recommendations 

to   each  Commissioner. 

She  stated   that   suggestions  have  been  received  from  many  sources   regarding 

this  program;      many  artists'    works  have  been  reviewed  and  great   concern  is 

felt   that   the  promotion  of  artists  within  our  immediate  area   is  most   important. 

A   list  of  recommendations   was   given   to   each  Commissioner . 

Item  1.      The   committee  recommended  approval   of  Freda   Koblick  for  sculpture 

in  location  No.    12. 


cont. 
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Bob  Lee,   Deputy  Director,    S.F.I. A.    asked  if  the  committee  had   taken  into 
consideration   that   the  area   in  question   is  a  major  location.      It   had  been 
understood   that  before   the  selection  of  an  artist  was  made,    that   the  Airport 
Commission  would  have   the  opportunity  of  making  recommendations  and  re- 
veiwing  portfolios. 

Chairman  Montgomery  responded   that  names  have  been  received  from  the  Airport 
as  well   as  many  other  places,   museums,    etc.    and  all   have  been   taken   into 
consideration;    other  sites  are  equally   important  and  Ms.    Koblick  is  a   well- 
known  and  reputable  artist.      She  added   that   it  is   the  duty  of  this   Commission 
to  act  on   the  Art  Enrichment  Program  on  behalf  of  the  City  and   that   the 
Commission  has   the  final   say   in  these  matters. 

Mr.    Lee  said   that   it   is   the  Airport' s   feeling  that  as   the  Airport  is  at   the 
crossroads  of  international   air   traffic  and   that   a   certain  portion  of  the 
program  should  be  reserved  for  artists  of  national   and  international   stature. 
He  introduced  Henry  Hopkins,    their  consultant,    and  also  representatives  of 
Walter  Landor  Associates,    the  airport' s   interior  designers . 
Mr.    Hopkins   said   that  he  had  been  asked   to  sit  in  at  a  series  of  meetings 
to  discuss   the  art   work  for   the  Airport.      He  had  met  with  Landor  Associates 
and  had  later  visited   the  site  with  representatives  of  the  Commission.      He 
made   the  following  two  points  in  his  comments: 

1.  The  Airport  is  probably   the  first  and  last  place   that  people  see 
when   traveling  in  and  out  of  San  Francisco  and  for  this  reason  it  seems   that 
the  Airport  has   available   to  it  a   significant  amount  of  funds  for  the  pur- 
chase of  works  of  art.      He  feels  strongly   that   the  works  of  art  now  in 
public  places  are  not  strong.      It  would  seem  that   the  monies  made  available 
for  this  kind  of  commission  provides  an  opportunity   to  do  something  at   the 
Airport   that  would  serve  as  a   catalyst   for   the  entire  City. 

2.  While  he  has  always  been  aware  of  the  art  of  the  region  and   the 
State,   and  while  he  recognizes   that  we  have  an  obligation   to   the  state,    it 
seems  wrong  that   all    the  work   to  be  selected  should  come  from  this  region. 
Many  projects   should  be  given   to  local   artists  but  feels   that   the  best  way 
for  California  art   to  shine  is   to  be  in  competition  with  art  from  other 
regions.      He   would  not  wish   to  see   this  particular  project   insularized. 
Our  local   artists  should  have  primary  consideration  but   some  competitions 
should  be  held  on  a  national   or  international   level.      Selections   should 
not  be  made  just   to  meet   the   completion   date.      The  dates  can  be  extended 

in  order  to  get   the  best  art  work  possible. 

He  asked   the  Commission  not   to  rush   their  decisions  and   to  give  considera- 
tion  to  artists  from  other  states  and   to   those  who  can  develop  art  on   the 
scale  needed  for   the  Airport.      He   urged   the  Commission   take   their  time  in 
order   to  get   the  best  possible  art  work  and   to  keep  in  mind   that   the  Airport 
is   the  primary   vehicle  for   the  city's  relation   to   the  rest  of  the  world. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  responded   that   unfortunately  Mr.    Hopkins  had  not 
attended  all    the  meetings  and   therefore  was  not   fully  cognizant  of  all 
discussions.      The  subject  of  time  had  been  discussed  at   considerable   length 
and   the  committee  agreed  that   they  should  not  be  hurried.      It  had  also  been 
agreed   that  while  we  are  primarily  concerned  with   the  artists  of  San  Francisco, 
if  submissions  do  not  measure   up  then   the  competitions  will   be  opened   to 
the  State  and   then   to  national   and  possibly  even   international   artists.      The 
question  of  a   celebrated  name  in   the  airport  is  not  as  important  as   the 
creation  of  works  of  art   that  are  created  in   relation   to   the  airport  and 
the  community.      Names  and  reputations   could  be  established  by   the  proper 

cont 
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representation  of  the  artists  of  the  Bay  Region  and  California.      The  committee 
has   suggested   taking  the  matter  up  in  several   stages. 

Chairman  Montgomery  stated  that  the  committee  is  requesting  approval  of  the 
program  and  once  all  the  publicity  is  taken  care  of  at  this  stage,  then  the 
next   set  of  locations  will   be   taken   under  consideration . 

Commissioner  Cannon  asked  if  it  would  be  possible   to  see  some  photographs 
or  slides  of  Ms.   Koblick' s  work. 

In  responding   to  Commissioner  Frankenstein,   Mr.   Hopkins  said   that  although 
he  had  been  away  he  had  been  kept   informed  of  the  program.      He  stated   that 
he  had  worked  on  many  commissions   for   the  National   Endowment   for   the  Arts 
and  feels   that  examples  of  the  work  of  the  artist  should  be  presented   to 
the  full   Commission. 

Chairman  Montgomery   responded   that   the   artist   will   be  asked   to  present   designs 
and  that  slides  had  been   reviewed  by   the  committee. 

Mr.    Lee  asked   that   the  Airport  Commission  receive  presentations  of  artists 
works  prior  to   the  Art  Commission  entering  into  contract. 

Glen  Gardner  of  Landor  Associates ,    stated   that  art  enrichment  is   a  major  factor 
in   the  airport.      Three  locations  are  considered   "prime"    ...    #6,    the  hub  area 
and   the  area  of   the  super  stairway.      They  have  no  objection   to  items   2,    3 
and  4   in   the  committee' s   list;      however,    they   would  like   to  see  some  other 
choices  before  item  #1   is  awarded   to  an  artist.      He  suggested   that   3  or  4 
artists  be  invited   to  submit  designs  for  this  location. 

President   Taliaferro  stated   that   the  Visual  Arts  Committee  had  reviewed  a 
number  of  artists  prior  to  recommending  the  name  of  Freda  Koblick. 

Mr.    Lee,   Airport,    said   that   this   was  acceptable  but  asked   that  a  presentation 
be  made   to   the  Airports  Committee  prior  to  signing  a  contract  with   the  artist. 

Commissioner  Brown  moved  acceptance  of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  recommenda- 
tion  to  approve  Freda  Koblick  as  artist   for  Location   #12,    seconded  by 
Commissioner  Frankenstein. 

Discussion:      Commissioner  Cannon   stated   that   he  feels  uncomfortable  in  not 
seeing  slides  of  Ms.    Koblick' s  work. 

After  further  discussion,   Commissioner  Cannon  moved   to   table   the  motion, 
and   to  have   this  item  be  called  up  by   the  chair,    seconded  by  Commissioner 
Newman,    unanimously  approved. 

After  discussion  it  was  decided   to  set  an  appointment   for  everyone  concerned 
to   visit  Ms.   Koblick' s   studio;      notice  will   be  sent  out   giving  details   to 
the  Commissioners  and  Airport  representatives. 

President   Taliaferro  asked  for  clarification.      Recognizing  that   the  Art  Commission 
is   the  sole  selector  of  art   for   the  City,   but  also  recognizing  that   the 
program  is   for   the  Airport,    what   is   the  involvement  of  the  working  committee? 
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Chairman  Montgomery  responded   that   the   Visual  Arts  Committee  hold  their 
own  meetings   and  in  addition  hold  meetings  of  a   Working  Committee  for   the 
Airport  Art  Enrichment ,    which  is  comprised  of  two  members  of  the  Visual 
Arts  Committee    (E.J.Montgomery  and  A.    Frankenstein) ,    Dmitri   Vedensky ,   Chairman 
of  Civic  Design,    representatives  of  the  Airport  and  Landor  Associates  and 
Mr.    Hopkins.      The  committee  discussed  various  ideas  and   the  proposed  artists 
but   the  final   choice  is   the  Art  Commission' s  in  selecting  the  individual 
artists. 

Mr.    Lee   stated   that  everyone  has  worked   very   well    together  so  far,   but   that 
he  would  like   to  have   their  architect,    interior  design  consultants,   and 
Mr.    Hopkins  involved  in   the  final    selections,   and  also   that   the  Airports 
Commission  should  be  made  aware  of  what  is  happening. 

Chairman  Montgomery  requested  a   resolution   to  approve   the  program  as  out- 
lined in  items   2,    3,    4  and   5,   so   that  publicity  may  be  initiated . 

Discussion  held  on   the  proposed   "easel"  paintings  for  item  #5,    which  is 
location   #6;  Mr.    Gardner,    Landor  Associates,    asked  if  the  competition  for 
location   #6  would  include   three  dimensional   works  as   well   as  easel   paintings 
(e.g.    tiles  or  ceramics) .  He  was  assured   that   this  was   considered. 

Commissioner  Newman   submitted   the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Nemerovski   and  met  with  unanimous  approval   of  the  Commission. 
Resolution   §1977-150  Approval   of  Airport  Art  Enrichment  Program 

RESOLVED,    That    this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  items   2   through   5  of  the 
Airport  Art  Enrichment  Program,    as  established  at  meeting  of  May   24,    1977. 

President   Taliferro   thanked  Chairman  Montgomery  and  her  committee  for  all    the 

effort  and  work  and  stated   that  he   is  confident   that   the  Airport  Commission 

will   be  extremely  pleased  and  proud  of  the  Art  Enrichment  Program. 

He  also   thanked  Mr.    Lee,   Airport   representative,    Walter  Landor  Associates 

representatives  and  Mr.   Hopkins   for  attending  their  meeting  and  for   their 

interest. 

NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM  -   Director  Steve  Goldstine 

Director  Goldstine  requested  approval   of  a   grant   request   to  be  submitted 

to   the  California  Arts  Council   for   the  Blues  Festival,    in   the  amount  of 

$4,000.      The  Blues  Festival   was  started  in  1972  and  has  drawn  larger 

audiences  each  succeeding  year.        Tom  Mazzolini,    a  CETA   employee ,   is   the 

organizer  of  the  festival   and   the  funding  would  permit  a   series  of  ongoing 

performances   in  public  places. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski   submitted   the  following  resolution   which   was   seconded 

by  Commissioner  Montgomery  and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval   of  the  Commission. 

Resolution   #1977-151  Approval  of  Grant  Request   to  C.A.C.    for

DIRECTOR' S  REPORT  -  Martin  Snipper  For  meeting  of  6/6/77 


As  many  of  you  know,    Steve  Goldstine,    the  Director  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts 
Program  will   be  leaving  our  program  and  will   assume   the  Presidency  of  the 
San  Francisco  Art  Institute  -   commencing  July  1 . 

Steve  brought  skill,    knowledge,   compassion  and  a   warm  sympathetic  response   to 
the  job  of  meeting  the  needs  of  community  groups.      The  position  is  always 
difficult,   but   whatever   the  differences  -   every  one  respected  his  inclinations 
and  intentions.      He  was  an  articulate  spokesman  for  the  program  and  brought   it 
through  a  most   trying  period  -  putting  together  a  program  that   had  been  wracked  by 
dissension. 

He  leaves  just  as  we  have  achieved  a   new  plateau  and  are  engaging  in  new 
efforts.      We  would  like  to   think   that  his   departure   is  not  a   total   severance, 
but   that  he   will    continue   to  have  a   voice   in  our  projections   -   giving  of  his 
advice  and  counsel . 

Because  we  are  entering  into  a  new  sphere  of  operations,    our  staffing  needs 
are  yet   unsettled.      Whether  our  present  staff  is  adequate  for  the  job,   or 
whether  additional   help  will   be  required,    and  in  what  areas   -  is  still    unclear, 
unclear. 

Under  these  circumstances ,    it   is  our  intention   to  maintain   the  program  with   the 
present  staff  and   to  not   replace  Steve;      at  least   at   this   time. 

Mark  Denton,    who  many  of  you  know,    came   to   us  from  the  U .C .School   of  Arts 
Administration  as  an  intern.      For  six  months  he  worked  as  Steve's   assistant, 
free  of  cost   to   the  program.      For  the  past   five  months   he  has  been  on   the  payroll 
and  in  effect   -  operating  the  program;      meeting  with  community   groups,    preparing 
grant  proposals,    overseeing  the  cultural    facilities,    etc.      He  will   continue   to 
coordinate   the  NAP  activities  and  will   receive  administrative  assistance  from 
Marsha  Hoffman,    who   until   now  has  been  a  part   time  employee,   Joan  Ellison  and 
myself . 

Future  requirements   will   make   themselves  evident  and  at   that   time  we   will   make 
decisions . 


In  a  memorandum  to   the  Commission,    I  informed  you   that   legislation  required  our 

Commission   to  adopt  a   bylaw  which  prohibited  our  members  from  abstaining  in 

a   vote.      Consistent   with   that,    I  will   be  introducting  the  following  resolution: 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  hereby  requires   that   each  member  present  at 

a   commission  meeting  when  a   question  is  put  shall    vote  for  or  against   it, 

unless  he  is  excused  from  voting  by  a  motion  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  members 

present. " 
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I  recently  met   with  Jim  Lazarus  regarding  a  Code  of  Conflict  of  Interest 
which  our  Commission  is   required   to  adopt.      The  code  has  been  prepared 
but   unfortunately,    the  staff  was  not  able   to  have   it   typed  in   time   to 
present   at   this  meeting.      It   will   be  sent   to   you  next  month,    in  advance, 
for  action  in  July.

Mr.    Boas   is   to  be  asked   to  give  special   con- 
sideration  to   this  request.      We  have  provided  all    the  information   requested 
by  his  office. 

Mr.    Bill   Cook,   representative  of  the  Mayor's  Office,    informed   the  Commission 
that  our  request  will   be  reviewed  at   the  meeting  mentioned  above.      He  noted 
that   the  previous  C.A.O.    had  turned  surplus  funds  back   to   the  General  Fund 
of  the  City   whereas  Mr.    Boas   does  not  plan   to  do  so. 

Mr.    Benvenuto  reported   that  at   this   time  no  publicity  can   go  out,    but  re- 
quested permission   to  send  out  publicity  releases  on   the  competition  for  the 
Airport  Art  Enrichment  competition  which  will   be  a  part  of  the  Festival. 
This  was  informally  approved. 

6.  Chairman  Montgomery  requested  approval   of  the   sculpture  model   by  artist 
James  Grant;      the  work  is  for   the  Community  College,   Downtown  Center.      The 
Visual  Arts  Committee  had  fully  approved   the  model. 

Chairman  Montgomery   submitted   the  following  resolution   which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Frankenstein  and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval   of  the 
Commission.

Chairman   Taliaferro  read  a  letter  from  Steve  Goldstine  -   copy  on  file. 
He  noted  that   we  have  lost  an  excellent  employee  and  asked   the  Commission 
to  present  Steven  with  a  suitable  remembrance,   possibly  a   certificate 
(which   could  best  be  worded  by  Commissioner  Frankenstein)    in  order  to 
express  our  thanks   to  Steve  Goldstine  for  giving  so  much  of  himself  to 
the  Commission' s  Neighborhood  Arts  Program. 

Commissioner  Montgomery  submitted   the  following  resolution  which   was 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Brown  and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval   of  the 
Commission.

The  City  Attorney's   Office  has   indicated   that   there 
might  be  a   conflict  of  interest  if  a   street  artist  should  serve  on   this 
committee   -  he  is  checking  with   the  District  Attorney's  Office   to   see  if 
licensed  street  artists  can  serve  on   the  committee.      Commissioner  Cannon 
added     that   the  committee  did  not  find  qualified  people  with   the  "right" 
attitude   to  work  with   the  Commission  except  for   those  listed. 
Commissioner  Cannon  asked   that  a   letter  be  sent   to   the  Mayor  asking  that 
he  make   these    appointments  as  soon  as  possible. 
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BY-LAWS   S  PROGRAM  REVIEW  COMMITTEE  -   Chairman  Cannon 

Chairman  Cannon  reported   that   the  committee  had  met  and   they  have  asked 
President   Taliaferro   to  submit  a   grant  request   for  $600   to  provide  initial 
funding  to  set   up   the  proposed  book.

They  have  received  $11,000  in  grant  money  and   the  remainder  must   come  from 

ticket  sales.      The  Art  Commission  will   not  be  asked  for  the  $2,000   unless 

the   ticket  sales  fail    to  reach   the  required  amount.

President   Taliaferro  stated   that   the  next   Commission  meeting  is  scheduled 
for  August  1   at   3pm.    in   the  Commissioners  Room,   Main  Library.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT   -  Martin  Snipper  For  meeting  of  July   5,   1977 


On  June   22 ,   I  sent  each  Commissioner  a   copy  of  our  Proposed  Conflict  of 
Interest  Code.      I  know  that   this   did  not  offer  you   a   great  deal   of  time   to 
consider  it   but    to   date  I  have   received  no   comments,    questions  or  suggestions, 
accordingly  I  shall   be  introducing  the  following  resolution. 

RESOLVED,    That    this   Commission   does   hereby   approve   the   Conflict   of  Interest 
Code  for   the  Art   Commission,    as   submitted. 


President   Taliaferro  has  appointed  a  Performing  Arts  Committee,    chaired  by 
Commissioner  Brown.      Other  members   include  Commissioners  Englander ,   Felciano 
and  Frankenstein. 


Mr.   Ray  Sullivan  of  the  Mayor's   budget  office  has   informed  us   that  from  now 
on,   all   of  our  grant   requests  must   include  10%  for  administrative  costs.      The 
costs  involved  are  not  necessarily   those  of  the  Art  Commission,   but   rather 
such  city  wide  functions  as   the  Controller' s  Office,    Treasurer ,   etc. 
Essentially ,    it   will   mean  a   10%   reduction  in  all   monies  received. 

I  have   argued   the  point  with  him,   but   to  no   effect.      It  was  pointed  out   that 
our  grants  are  highly   competitive.      Unlike  some  Federal   grants   that  are  ear- 
marked for  the  City  and  which  simply  require  an  application,   we  are  competing 
for  a   limited  amount   of  money. 

The  National   Endowment   for   the  Arts   for  example,   has  about  18  million  dollars 
for  a  Challenge  Grant  program  and  have  received  requests   that   total    $185  million. 
Obviously   when  we  could  show  that  all   funding  was  destined  for   the  program  itself, 
we  were  in  a  better  position. 


We  are  now  in   the  process  of  tightening  up  our  N.A.P.    and  other  activities. 
As   you  may  know,    we  are   in   the  process  of  being  audited  on  both  a  fiscal   and 
managerial   level.      The  auditor  has  made  numerous  suggestions   which  we  are 
pleased   to  have  and  are   in   the  process  of  incorporating  them  in  our  operating 
procedures . 


The  enclosed  request  from  Tom  Mazzolini,    an  Art  Commission  CETA   worker,    is 
self  explanatory . 

The  new  Art  Commission  procedure  requires   that  all   requests  for  grants  or 
funding  from  the  Performing  Arts  Fund  monies,    shall   first  be  reviewed  by   the 
Commission  Committee  responsible  for   the  activity   and   then    the  Finance  Committee. 
fre  continue   to   impress   upon   the   staff  to  plan  early  and  make   their  needs  known, 
but   it  has   taken  a   few  months   to   take  effect.      They  are  now  aware  of  our 
demands  and  in   the  future  we  will   not  honor  late  requests   unless   there  are 
compelling  reasons   for   their  late   arrival. 
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In   this  case,    I  will   be  submitting  for  your  consideration ,    the  following 
resolution: 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize   the   Director  to  expend 
$1,500  from  the  Performing  Arts  Fund  for   the  Fifth  Annual   Blues  Festival.

Throughout  his  half-century  as  music  and  art  critic  with  the 

daily  press  of  San  Francisco,  Alexander  Fried  upheld  the 

highest  standards  of  aesthetics  and  of  journalism,  and  so  made 

a  major  contribution  to  the  artistic  and  intellectual  life  of 

our  community.  We  of  the  San  Francsico  Art  Commission  see  him 

go  into  retirement  with  great  regret.   He  has  been  one  of  our 

most  influential  supporters  and  ablest  advisers  throughout 

the  entire  life  of  the  Commission.  We  congratulate  him  and  ourselves 

on  the  length  of  his  service  and  wish  him  fruitful  and  rewarding 

activity  despite  his  absence  from  the  columns  of  the  newspapers 

in  the  years  that  lie  ahead.

He 
added  that  the  only  thing  that  had  been  done  in  respect  to  next  year's 
concerts  was  to  reserve  dates  at  the  Civic  Auditorium.   The  dates, 
because  of  conventions  taking  place,  will  not  be  consecutive.

Mark  Denton  stated  that  the  review 
committee,  in  respect  to  employment,  will  consist  of  2  Manpower 
people  and  one  representative  of  the  Art  Commission's  Neighborhood 
Arts  Program.

(The  grants 
are  for  support  of  the  Blues  Festival;  a  joint  grant  with  the 
Sheriff's  Office  for  sponsorship  of  art  in  prisons;   Sponsorship 
of  an  Indian  Oral  History  project;  development  of  a  gallery  at 
Brannan  Street;  and  funds  for  general  program  support.) 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


President  Taliaferro  said  that  he  had  approached  Roger  Boas,  Chief 
Administrative  Officer,  on  behalf  of  the  Art  Festival.   The  CAO  has 
distributed  the  Hotel  Tax  Funds  for  the  new  year,  except  for 
$500,000  which  he  is  holding  in  reserve,  pending  review  of  the  entire 
program  by  a  Citizens  Committee  which  he  has  established.   In  the 
interim  all  groups  have  received  an  8%  "cost  of  living"  increase. 

Commissioner  Montgomery  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  seconded  by  Commissioner  Brown,  and  met  with  the  unanimous 
approval  of  the  Art  Commission.

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NEW  BUSINESS

of  plywood,  and  nailing  them  over  the  doors.   (The  Art  Commission 
staff  subsequently  studied  his  handiwork,  and  it  is  their  considered 
opinion  that  television  is  his  proper  medium) . 

The  President  reported  on  the  King  Tut  show  which  was  announced  this 
morning.        It  was  President  Taliaferro's  efforts  and  friendship 
with  Senator  Cranston  that  resulted  in  President  Carter  discussing 
it  with  Premier  Sadat  and  which  culminated  in  the  formal  agreement 
and  announcement. 

Commissioner  Montgomery  wanted  to  know  if  President  Taliaferro 
was  equally  capable  in  respect  to  the  Fine  Arts  Museum,  so  that  the 
Art  Commissioners  would  not  be  required  to  stand  in  line  in  order  to 
gain  access.   President  Taliaferro  smiled  but  did  not  respond 

He  concluded  the  meeting  in  reporting  on  the  development  of  the 
Art  Commission  manual,  and  in  viewing  the  document  as  a  means  of 
displaying  and  emphasizing  the  achievements  of  the  Art  Commission. 
This  is  to  be  done  by  photos  as  well  as  text.   He  painted  a  glowing 
picture  of  a  resplendent  Commissioner  Montgomery  presiding  at 
a  Visual  Arts  Committee,  and  Commissioner  Montgomery  responded  that 
under  the  circumstances,  we  are  to  photograph  Commissioner  Brown  in 
leotards.   (Your  secretary  failed  to  note  Commissioner  Brown's 
response  -  Commissioner  Brown  may  wish  to  respond  at  the  next 
Art  Commission  meeting). 

President  Taliaferro  announced  that  because  of  Labor  Day,  the  next 
Art  Commission  meeting  will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  September  6th  at 
3:00  pm  in  the  Commissioner's  Room  of  the  Main  Library.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  -  Martin  Snipper  for  meeting  of  8/1/77 


This  report  is  being  written  the  day  after  the  conclusion  of 
our  "Pops"  series  of  concerts.   We  presented  ten  (10)  concerts  instead 
of  our  usual  nine  (9),  extending  them  in  order  to  have  Maestro  Fiedler 
conclude  them. 

For  various  reasons,  it  seemed  to  be  the  most  difficult  and  troublesome 
series  we  have  ever  presented  and  the  problems  we  encountered  seemed 
endless.   They  ranged  from  major  ones,  such  as  the  late  decision  of 
Mr.  Fiedler  to  conduct  less  than  all  of  them  to  his  final  cancellation 
a  week  before  opening,  to  an  infinite  number  of  minor  ones. 

We  engaged  Carmen  Dragon  to  conduct  four,  Mitch  Miller  for  two  and 
Norman  Leyden  of  Portland,  Oregon  for  four. 

The  concerts,  as  a  whole,  received  the  best  reviews  they  have  ever  received, 
albeit  the  attendance  was  less  than  expected.   I  should  point  out  that 
the  reception  accorded  our  replacements  was  extremely  positive  -  by  the 
public,  orchestra  and  critics. 

All  of  our  bills  are  not  yet  in,  so  I  cannot,  as  yet,  give  an  account  of 
costs  or  the  money  that  will  accrue  in  our  Performing  Arts  Fund. 

I  did  see  Commissioners  Vedensky,  Cannon,  Montgomery,  and  Taliaferro  at 
some  of  the  concerts,  and  am  sure  that  they  can  offer  their  responses 
to  the  events.

Commissioner  Frankenstein  has  called  to  my  attention  that  Alexander  Fried, 

music  and  art  critic  for  the  "San  Francisco  Examiner, has  retired.   He.

Throughout  his  half-century  as  music  and  art  critic  with  the  daily 
press  of  San  Francisco,  Alexander  Fried  upheld  the  highest  standards 
of  aesthetics  and  of  journalism,  and  so  made  a  major  contribution  to 
the  artistic  and  intellectual  life  of  our  community.   We  of  the 
San  Francisco  Art  Commission  see  him  go  into  retirement  with  great 
regret.   He  has  been  one  of  our  most  influential  supporters  and 
ablest  advisers  throughout  the  entire  life  of  the  Commission.   We 
congratulate  him  and  ourselves  on  the  length  of  his  service  and  wish 
him  fruitful  and  rewarding  activity  despite  his  absence  from  the 
columns  of  the  newspapers  in  the  years  that  lie  ahead.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  -  Martin  Snipper  Meeting  of  Sept. 6,    1977 


The  Conflict  of  Interest  Code  has  been  submitted   to   the  Board  of  Supervisors 
for  acceptance.      I  am  informed   that   they  will   not  act   upon   it   until   after 
September  10.      At   that   time  we  will   be  provided  with   the  proper  forms   to 
be  filled  out. 


The  National   League  of  Cities   will   be  convening  in  San  Francisco  December 
3  -   10.      It   is   anticipated   that   upwards  of  6,000  cities  will   have  represen- 
tation.     The  meetings   will    take  place  in   the  Civic  Auditorium. 

The  Leag.e  has  recently   established  a   Task  Force  on   the  Arts  which  is 
chaired  by  Mayor  Logue  of  New  Haven,   Conn.      Because  of  its  significance, 
the  American  Council   on   the  Arts,    to  which  we  belong,   will   have  a  national 
meeting  here,    to  run   concurrently .      The   theme  will   be   "Cities  and  Counties 
and   the  Arts". 

Since  our  Art  Commission  is  one  of  the  oldest  nationally ,   and  considered 
to  be  one  of  the  strongest  and  most   dynamic  -  we  are  planning  an  exhibit 
on   the  Art  Commission  for  our  gallery.      It  will   review  all   of  our 
activities  and  structure. 

Because  we  are  only  a   few  steps  from  the  site  of  the  meetings ,   it  should 
be  well   attended.      We  hope   to  have  a   suitable  opening  for   the  event. 


Because   the  Finance  Committee  did  not  meet   this  month,    the  request  for 
permission   to  apply  for   two  grants   is  coming  directly  from  the  Neighborhood 
Arts  Program   &  Facilities  Committee.      The  first  is  an  application   to   the 
State  Employment  Development  Department.      The  positions  are  available   under 
a  Public  Service  Employment  Program.      The  details  and  duration  are  to  be 
negotiated . 

The  second,    the  incentive  program,    is  very   uncertain,   since   the  California 
Arts  Council   has  only  set  aside  funds   for   two   $50,000  grants  -  statewide. 
Nevertheless ,   we  will   apply   -  using  our  present  funds  as   the  match. 


I  will   be  leaving  for  my  vacation  following  the  September  meeting. 
Joan  Ellison  will   be  occupying  my   seat.      She  says   that   is  easier   than 
filling  my  shoes'.

Informed   the  Commissioners   that   a   great  deal   of  activity  has  been  going 
on  at   the  office  due   to   the  increased  number  of  CETA  employees   -   an 
additional    51   people,   and  the  Annual  Art  Festival. 

Reported  on  attendance  at   the  annual   meeting  of  the  Alliance  of  California 
Arts  Councils ;      Commissioners  Nemerovski   and  Montgomery  had  also  attended 
some  of  the  sessions .      At   the  Saturday  evening  banquet  I  gave  a  presenta- 
tion on  our  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  and  the  CETA  Program  and  show-cased 
some  of  our  CETA  entertainers .      The  program  was  well   received. 

I  attended   the  Mayor's  Cultural   Cluster   -  a  monthly  meeting  for  department 
heads  involved  in   the  arts  -   where  I  was  questioned  on   the   2%  art  enrichment 
ordinance.      Great   interest  is  now  being  evidenced  in   this  program  due   to 
the  funds  available  for   the  airport  art   enrichment  program. 

Informed   the  Commission   that  in  early  December  1977   the  Congress  of  Cities 
and  the  American  Council   on   the  Arts  will   be  meeting  in  San  Francisco. 
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Mayor  Moscone  had  called  a  meeting  of  all   department  heads  and  requested 
their  assistance  in  making  this  conference  successful . 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  requested  more  information  on   the  above  by    the 
November  meeting  and  suggested  formation  of  a  committee   to  work  on   the 
project .

Discussion   took  place  on   the  above   item. 

Questions  raised  regarding  the  cost  of  the  works  purchased. 

It  was  noted   that,   when   this  part  of  the  program  was  set   up,   a  price  of 

$5000  for  each  work  was   established  for   this  competition. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  noted   that   this  was   also  an   "award"   program 

and  not  just  a  purchase  program. 

Questions  raised  and  discussion  held  on   the  quality  of  art  works  purchased. 

Commissioner  Felciano  said  that  if  the  works  were   to  be  purchased  at  a 

figure  in  excess  of  their  stated  value   then  he  could  not  support   the 

purchases . 

Commissioner  Englander  asked  if  there  had  been  a   need  for  more   time; 

Chairman  Montgomery  responded   that  more   time  could  have  been   used,   but 

it   would  have  resulted  in  more  artists  applying  and  not  in   a  change  in 

quality . 

Elio  Benvenuto  explained   that  over  700  artists  had  applied  for  this 

competition;      from  this  group  59  were  selected   to  exhibit   their  works 

at   the  festival   and   then   ten  works  were  chosen  by   the  jury  for  purchase. 

Various  comments  made  and  discussion  held  on   the  need  to  attract 

acclaimed  artists   to   take  part  in   this  program. 

Elio  Benvenuto  pointed  out   that  so  far   the  sculpture   to  be  executed  by 

Freda  Koblick  and   the   ten  paintings  selected  at   the  festival,    are   the 

only  works   chosen;      in   the  next  phase  internationally  known  artists  as 

well   as   lesser  known  artists   can  be  involved. 

President   Taliaferro  explained   that   the  Visual  Arts  Committee  had  worked 

with  representatives  of  the  Airport  Commission  and  formulated  a  plan  as 

to  how  the  program  was   to  be  set   up.      This  working  committee  had  met 

on  many  occasions.      The  plan  as  outlined  for   the  program  had  been 

accepted  by   the  Airport  and   the  Art  Commissions. 

Discussion   continued.

Denton  provided  each  commissioner  with  a   copy  of  his  report. 


He  reported   that  he  had  submitted  a  request   to   the  Chief  Administrative 
Officer  for  supplemental   funding  to  cover  salaries  of  three  people  who 
would  work  as  publicists   for   the   various  centers.      He  had  been  contacted 
by   the  C.A.O's   office  and,   while  there   are  no  guidelines  at   this   time, 
funding  is  available  and  he  was   invited   to  submit  a   request. 
Commissioner  Englander  questioned   the  proportion  of  monies  going  into 
the  program  as  opposed  to  monies  for  new  staff  positions .

Mark  Denton   reported  that  we  have  received  notice  from  the  University  of 
California   that   they   wish   to  cancel    the  lease  we  hold  on   the  gymnasium 
which  is   used  by   the  Neighborhood  Arts   Theatre.      Negotiations  are   underway 
with   University  of  California   to  see  if  their  position  on   the  lease  can 
be  reversed. 

Commissioner  Felciano  expressed  appreciation  for  Mark  Denton's  report. 

Mr.    Denton  informed   the  Commissioners   that   the  Levi   Strauss  Company  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  funding  programs  at   the  Mission  Center;      this 
will  be  pursued. 

MUSIC  COMMITTEE  -   Chairman  Felciano 

Report  presented   to   the   Commissioners  on   the   committee  meeting  held 

September  27,    1977. 

Chairman  Felciano  reviewed   the  report. 

Chairman  Felciano  reported  on  discussions  held  with  Mr.    Dan  Ryan,   Head  of 

School   Programs  regarding  cut  backs   in   the  various  art  programs.      He 

stated   that  a  study  had  been  conducted  on   the  proposed  Performing  Arts 

High  School,   however, the   teachers  and  the   teachers   union  do  not  wish   to 

establish  a   central   high  school   for   the  performing  arts  on   the   theory 

that   they  will   lose   their  best  students   to  a   central   location.      Hopefully, 

the  Commission  will  pursue   this  subject   further. 

Chairman  Felciano  informed  the  Commission   that  it  is  not  planned,    at 
present,    to  install   an   organ   in   the  new  Performing  Arts  Center  as  no 
funds  are  available.      The  building  will   be  equipped  to  accommodate  an 
organ  for  future  installation. 

Various   requests      were  received  by   the   committee  for  funding    (outlined 
in   the  report) . 
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The  committee  recommends  an  allocation  of  $1000  for   the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  Music  Society   -   this  request  will  be  referred   to   the  Finance 
Committee. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski   requested  a  financial   statement  on   the  Performing 
Arts  Fund. 

President   Taliaferro  responded   that  as  soon  as  one  is  available  it  will 
first  be  reviewed  by   the  Finance  Committee. 

Discussion  had   taken  place  on   the  funds  provided  by   the   tax  subvention 
for  support  of  a   symphony.      In   regard  to   the  proposal   made  at  last  month's 
meeting  whereby  a  moratorium  would  be  declared  on   the  Performing  Arts  Fund, 
as  a  means  of  having  the  Pops   generate   their  own   support;      Chairman  Felciano 
informed   the  Commission   that   it  appears   that   this  is  not  possible  and  without 
the  Pops   concerts   we  do  not  have  a  Performing  Arts  Fund,    therefore   the  previously 
submitted  resolution  is  withdrawn. 

President   Taliaferro  said   that  discussion  had  been  held  on   the  possibility 
of  establishing  an   "omnibus  arts  bill"   for   the  City   -   this   could  include   the 
request  for   tax  subventions   to  support  all   the  arts,   and  could  be  done  in 
conjunction  with  Commissioner  Cannon's  work  on   the  bylaws.      Consideration 
will   have   to  be  given   to   the  priorities  of  each  Committee.      Legal   counsel 
would  also  be  needed. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

President   Taliaferro  expressed  appreciation   to  Commissioner  Nemerovski 
for  her   tremendous  work  on   the  Street  Artists  Program. 

Ms.   Ellison  was  asked   to  request   the  attendance  of  a  representative  from 
the  Mayor's  Office   and  the  City  Attorney's  Office,   at   the  special  meeting 
scheduled  for  Saturday,   October   8  at   the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art. 

Commissioner  Brown  suggested  that   the   term  of  the  Theatre,   Dance  Advisory 
Panel   be  extended  for  a   year. 

Commissioner  Englander  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Rivera  and  met  with   the  unanimous  approval   of  the  Commission. 
Resolution   §1977-242  Theatre   S  Dance  Advisory  Panel. 

RESOLVED,    That  this  Commission  does  hereby  extend   the   term  of  the   Theatre 
and  Dance  Advisory  Panel   for   the  period  of  one   year. 

There  being  no  further  business   the  meeting  adjourned  at   4:40pm.

31st  ANNUAL  SAN  FRANCISCO  ARTS  FESTIVAL  -  September  21  -  25,  1977 
Civic  Center  Plaza 


This  year's  Arts  Festival  was  a  large  and  widely  attended  exhibition.   Civic 
Center  Plaza,  bordered  by  Larkin,  Grove,  Polk  and  McAllister  Streets,  could 
hardly  contain  1200  artists  and  their  works  and  from  200,000  to  250,000  visitors, 
lighter  than  past  years.   Everyone  enjoyed  the  warm,  sunny  weather. 

By  the  end  of  the  show,  total  Festival  sales  had  soared  to  $150,000,  $50,000  more 
than  last  year,  while  a  record  of  $54,000  had  been  awarded  in  Purchase  Prizes  by 
the  City  and  the  Accessions  Committee  for  the  new  North  Terminal  Complex,  Location 
#3,  of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

It  is  no  wonder  that  a  Festival  of  this  magnitude  witnesses  great  crowds.   From 
late  springtime,  news  releases  were  sent  to  approximately  200  Northern  California 
newspapers,  television  and  radio  stations  and  to  nationally  published  professional 
Art  and  Craft  journals.   The  Airport  Competition  was  publicized  the  week  of  July  11, 
due  to  late  Arts  Festival  funding.   The  results  were  a  bulging  Art  Festival 
scrapbook  and  a  well-informed  public  waiting  for  opening  day! 

Present  at  the  opening  ceremonies  at  noon,  Wednesday,  were  Mayor  George  Moscone; 
President  of  the  Art  Commission,  Ray  Taliaferro;  Chief  Administrative  Officer, 
Roger  Boas;  Vice-President  of  the  International  Airport  Commission,  Ruth  Kadish; 
Commissioners  Larry  Cannon,  Patricia  Ann  Carlisle,  Maurice  Englander,  Richard 
Felciano,  Evangeline  J.  Montgomery,  Jacqueline  Nemerovski,  Dmitri  Vedensky, 
Art  Commission  Assistant  Director,  Joan  Ellison  and  myself. 

President  Taliaferro  acted  as  Master  of  Ceremonies  and  introduced  Mayor  Moscone, 
who  in  turn  introduced  all  the  personalities  present  on  the  stage  to  the  large 
crowd.   The  Mayor  spoke  warmly  of  the  Festival,  the  quality  of  the  artworks  and 
the  importance  which  the  Festival  plays  in  the  cultural  life  of  the  City.   Mr. 
Boas  also  reminded  those  present  that  the  Festival  needs  support  by  all,  for  it 
is  a  unique  vehicle  through  which  art  is  presented  to  the  public.   He  reminisced 
that  he  bought  a  work  of  art  from  the  late  Sargent  Johnson  at  one  of  the  first 
Festivals. 

The  Mayor  presented  the  Award  of  Honor  certificate  to  Mr.  Charles  Belle,  President 
of  the  African-American  Historical  Society,  in  the  name  of  the  late  Sargent 
Johnson  and  to  the  internationally  known  poet,  Lawrence  Ferlinghetti.   The 
presentation  was  broadcast  on  KRON-TV,  at  6  p,m.  the  same  day.   Sargent  Johnson, 
one  of  the  most  important  black  sculptors  of  the  last  50  years  has  a  retrospective 
exhibition  in  the  Art  Commission's  gallery,  "Capricorn  Asunder",  along  with  a 
selected  group  of  photographs,  paintings  and  literary  materials  by  the  poet  and 
publisher,  Lawrence  Ferlinghetti.   The  exhibition  is  presented  in  a  very  distinct 
design  by  our  Curator,  Ansel  Wettersten.   Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Englander, 
President  of  the  Library  Commission,  we  arranged  a  special  exhibition  of  Mr. 
Ferlinghetti 's  books,  broadsides,  folios,  original  manuscripts,  etc.   on  the  third 
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floor  of  the  Main  Library.   Both  the  "Capricorn  Asunder"  gallery  and  Main  L 
exhibitions  will  run  through  October  21,  1977. 

In  the  small  and  intimate  back  gallery,  a  showing  of  video  tapes  took  place  for 
the  duration  of  the  Festival,  and  brought  a  crowd  of  "appasionate"  followers 
of  this  new  art  form.   Bonnie  Engel  of  the  Public  Eye,  Inc.,  was  the  excellent 
coordinator  of  this  project.   The  first  award  winner  received  the  $250  Louise 
Riskin  prize,  other  winners  will  be  recipients  of  exhibitions  at  the  San  Francisco 
Museum  of  Modern  Art  and  La  Mamelle  Art  Center,  within  the  year. 

Operating  within  the  Festival  structure,  we  carried  out  the  first  phase  of 
art  enrichment  for  the  new  North  Terminal  of  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport — an  Open  Competition.   Notwithstanding  the  rather  short  notice  given 
for  the  Competition,  due  to  late  Arts  Festival  funding,  a  large  number  of  artists 
responded,   A  special  jury  composed  of  Commissioner  Evangeline  Montgomery,  Chair- 
person of  the  Visual  Arts  Committee;  Commissioner  Patricia  Ann  Carlisle; 
Henry  Hopkins,  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art;  and  Commissioner 
Dmitri  Vedensky, Chairperson  of  the  Civic  Design  Committee  selected  54  works  from  't  .. 
over  560  entries  for  a  special  exhibition  in  the  Festival.  Out  of  these  54,  10 
have  been  purchased  for  the  Airport. 

It  was  apparent  that  the  Festival  had  accomplished  certain  pre-arranged  goals. 
New  crafts  media,  such  as  weaving  and  furniture,  suggested  by  those  present  at 
the  Arts  Festival  public  hearings  held  last  Spring, were  published  in  the  Information 
Brochure  as  acceptable  — however,  only  weaving  was  accepted  from  the  Screening. 

The  Preview  party  in  the  gallery  was  a  success — several  hundred  guests  aid 
several  Commissioners  were  present. 

Margo  Patterson  Doss  conducted  two  of  her  "walks",  patterned  after  her  Chronicle 
article,  and  attracted  a  large  crowd  of  eager  participants.   The  walk  began  outside 
165  Grove  Street,  moved  into  the  Capricorn  Asunder  Gallery,  and  continued  onto 
the  Festival  grounds. 

The  announcement  of  the  Festival  and  Airport  Competition  winners  from  the 
Festival  stage  on  Friday,  September  23,  was  magnificently  planned  and  carried  out 
by  our  President,  Ray  Taliaferro.   Those  present  were  Dick,.H^ath,  ftireotor  of  the 
SF  International  Airport;  Airports  Commissioner,  Ruth  Kadish;  Henry  Hopkins  and. 
Commissioners  Evangeline  Montgomery  and  Dmitri  Vedensky.   Ray  Taliaferro  announced 
the  winners,  and  Ms.  Kadish  read  a  statement  which  was  applauded  by  the  large 
crowd  (see  attached  sheet) .   Several  people  were  interviewed  on  the  Festival 
grounds  by  radio  stations.   KRON-TV  interviewed  Commissioner  Montgomery,  and  the 
program  was  broadcast  live  at  6  p.m.,  Saturday,  September  24. 

Despite  the  Festival's  success  with  the  public  and  artists,  the  critics  of  both 
San  Francisco  daily  newspapers  gave  negative  reviews  -  and  one  in  poor  taste.   Other 
articles  were  laudative  and  had  positive  comments  and  printed  several  large 
photographs.   All  in  all,  the  publicity  was  excellent. 

Whatever  is  decided  for  future  Festivals,  we  cannot  overlook  the  merits  of-this 
year's  exhibition.   I  hope  the  support  promised  at  the  opening  ceremonies  will  come 
forward  and  help  make  this  "happening"  the  unique  San  Francisco  cultural  manifes- 
tation that  it  is.   Much  of  its  success  is  due  to  the  related  support  and  encourage- 
ment given  by  the  Art  Commission  in  its  totality,  particularly  Ray  Taliaferro  and 
Commissioner  Montgomery,  and  to  the  support  giver  by  Ed  Nathan  of  the  Zellerbach 
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Family  Fund;  Martin  Snipper,  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs; and  Alexander  Riskin, 
for  his  special  Video  prize.  1 

Special  thanks  goes  to  Art  Commission  Staff  members  Philip  Chan,  Paul  Kleyman, 
Mardi  Leland,  David  Ng  and  Ansel  Wettersten;  and  to  Carlos  Loarca;  the  many 
volunteers;  CETA  technical  workers  on  the  stage,  particularly  Jack  Davis,  Ernie 
Rivera  and  Peter  Snyder;  the  "Crew",  who  sometimes  worked  under  adverse  weather 
conditions.   A  very  special  thanks  goes  to  Tom  Mazzolini,  who,  with  little  funding, 
presented  an  excellent  music  and  stage  program.   Day  after  day,  it  attracted 
thousands  of  aficionados,  making  it  one  of  the  large  attractions  of  the!  Exhibition. 
To  all  these  people,  I  extend  my  deepest  appreciation.

There   are  many  programs   that   the  Commission  is  required  to  operate  and 
there  will    undoubtedly  be  numerous  ideas   from  which  new  programs  will 
be  developed  under   the  Art  Commission' s  supervision.      Therefore,   once 
a   determination  is  made  enumerating  those  programs  deemed  advisable   to 
operate,   a  structure  on  priorities  must  ensue,   listing  -  not  necessarily 
in  order  of  preference   -  all   arts  activity;      also  addressing  the 
realistic  and  pragmatic  abilities  of  the  commission  and  staff  to  properly 
supervise   those  activities. 

If  a  goal  is  set  to  pursue  the  development  of  staff  commensurate  with 
the  expansion  of  program  activity,  a  list  of  priorities  would  reflect 
this  and  must  be  adhered   to  by   the  Commission  on  a  progressive  basis. 
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Memo   to  all   Commissioners 


This  means   that  if  we  have   ten  programs  which  we  are  now  operating, 
we  should  seek  to  have  adequate  staffing  for  the  proper  conduct  of 
those   ten  programs   and  until   and   unless  we  get  more  staff,   new 
program  ideas  should  be  held  in  abeyance.

San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art  on   Thursday,   October  20, 
1977   to  discuss   the  Art  Enrichment  Program  for   the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport.        President   Taliaferro  opened   the 
meeting  at   3:10pm.

President   Taliaferro  welcomed  everyone  and  thanked   them  for  attending. 

He  gave  a  brief  rundown  on   the  Art  Enrichment  Program  to  date,    then  requested 

comments  from  Commissioners . 

Commissioner  Cannon:        A   strong  philosophical   concept  should  be  established; 
he  is  not  certain   that   this  can  be  done  as  a   committee;     possibly  for  such  a 
creative  effort  it  may  have   to  be  done  by  a   consultant  or  a   group  of  two  or 
three   consultants. 

Commissioner  Felciano:        Hope   that   the  experience  of  arriving  at   the  airport 
would  be  an  experience  which  would  be   unlike   that  of  any  other  airport   in   the 
world.      Nature  has  provided  some  of  this.      An  airport  is  also  a  place  of  aero- 
dynamics;    place  involved  with   time  and  space  in  an  important  sense  and   these 
are  all   concepts  which,   if  provided   to  really  imaginative  artists,   would 
probably  provoke  some   interesting  attempts   to  cope  with   the  problem.      He  would 
be  in  favor  of  approaching  it  in   this  sense  rather  than  going  to   the  best 
artists  in   the  world   to  buy   their  works.      Many  possibilities   are  provided  at 
the  airport,    an  open  invitation   to  the  use  of  sound  and  visual   effects  using 
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the  most  advanced  minds   of  technology , from  the   use  of  fountains   to  sound 
technology.      He  would  like   to  see   an  artist  work  on   the  vehicular  approached 
to   the  airport. 

Commissioner  Englander :  Instead  of  thinking  of  the  airport  as   a  disparate 

scattered   unintegrated  experience,   we  should  examine   the   experience  of  the 
people  who  come   there  and  enhance   this.      Instead  of  thinking  of  spaces   to  be 
filled  examine  what  you   do  experience  when  you  go   to  an  airport  and  how  this 
experience  can  be  enhanced.      The  initial   experience  is  hills,   water,    fresh 
air,   fog,    clouds   and  "jewel"   lights.      How  does  one  reinforce   these  experiences 
within   the  structure  itself.      Create   the  most  pleasant  memory  of  the  city  as 
one  leaves  it.      An  introduction   to  still  more   to  come.      The  notion   that  what 
we  really  want   to  do  is   to  link   the  San  Francisco  experience   to   the  inter- 
national  concept  in  such  a   way   that   there  is  a  whole  developmental   concept 
of  approach   to   the  art  rather  than  a  piecemeal. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein:        He  feels   it  very  likely   that  all   of  the  above 
ideas   can  be  harmonized  and  integrated  within  one  structure.      A  disagreement 
had  arisen  on   the   subject  of  internationally  known  artists  and  community 
artists.      As  an  Art  Commission  we  were   strongly  in  favor  of  community  artists 
but  still   not  ruling  out  international   artists. 

He  had  discussed  a  plan  for  earth  works  with  Paul  Koss  when  in  Paris,  which 
had  been  worked  out  for  the  airport  in  Forth  Worth;  possibly  this  could  be 
considered  for  San  Francisco. 

Upon  a  question,  Director  Martin  Snipper  confirmed  that  we  can  use  works  of 
art  on   the   exterior  of  the  building  and  in  front  of  the  building. 

President   Taliaferro   commented   that  he  had  left  Commissioner  Montgomery , 
Chairman  of  the  Visual   Arts  Committee   to   the  last,   because  he  wanted  to  once 
again  express  appreciation  for  the  fine  work  her  committee  has  done  and  this 
meeting  today  in  no  way  negates  all    the  efforts  put  forth  but  rather  expands 
those  efforts. 

Commissioner  Montgomery:        Some   things  have   come  out  and  the  committee  can 
rethink  some  of  their  plans;      if  some  of  the  funds   can  be   used  outside   the 
structure   then  we  would  want   to  reconsider  some  of  the  original   ideas.      She 
expressed  concern   that  we  do  have,   in   terms  of  selecting , California   artists 
as  much  as  possible   to  work  on   this  project.      Within   the  State  and   the  West 
Coast  we  have  artists  who  work  in  every  direction  and  out  of  this  State  many 
very  interesting  art  forms  have  originated  and  been  expressed  and  would 
like   to  see   them  in  our  airport  reflecting  the  California   expression. 

Airport  Commissioner  Coblentz:      Expressed  appreciation   for  all   the  previous 
comments.      He  agreed   that   they  do  not  have   the  experts  and  he  agrees  with 
Commissioner  Cannon   that  expert   consultants  are  needed.      The  interior  designer 
in  association  with   the  architects,    chose   17  preliminary  sites.      He  is  asking 
for  our  help.

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Airports  Commissioner  Kadish:        There  is  no  need  for  her  to  repeat   the 
comments  made  by  Mr.    Coblentz.      She   agrees  with   the  concern  about   the 
philosphy  being  developed.      It  may  well  be   that   there  must  be  re-thinking 
of  the  program  and  also  of  the  17  sites.      She  said  she  hoped  it  would  be 
done  by  a   committee.      The  Airport  will   have   to  use  consultants . 

Airports   Director  Heath:        His   conception  of  the  airport  has  been  raised  and 
he   feels   very   excited  about   the  project.      Initially  he  had  envisioned  using 
the  airport  as   an  art  gallery  but  after  talking  with  some  people,   including 
Ray   Taliaferro,   he   thought  of  this   in   terms  of  a   unifying  force   to  make   the 
whole  airport  a   unified  facility  rather  than  various   terminals  and  garages. 
He  is  now  beginning  to  see   the  possibility  of  doing  something   that  will   not 
only   utilize  the  facility  but   utilize  art   to   the  highest  degree   to  enhance 
our  experiences  rather  than   something  to  look  at.      He  descri  bed  the  garage 
area   and  how  immense  it  is  going  to  be. 

In  regard   to   the  earlier  comments  on  how  we  arrive  at   this   unifying  process, 
He   thinks  we   will   have   to   turn   to  a  person,   or   two  or   three  people  who  can 
work   together.      If  everyone  stands   together  on   this   there  should  not  be  any 
probl em . 

Commissioner  Frankenstein:      Commented   that   the  doors  are   "already  being 
knocked  down" by  people   trying  to  get  in   to   the  program.      He  stated   that   the 
job   to  be  done  properly  must   take   time  and  if  this  is  allowed  it  will   be 
a   tremendous  opportunity . 

President   Taliaferro:        Asked  if  there  is  a    time   limit? 

Commissioner  Kadish  responded:        Originally   the  idea  was   to  have   the  art 
selected  and  in  place  by   the  opening  of  the  North   Terminal .      The  focus   is 
now  to   get  the  best  art,   within   the  best  artistic  concept,   within   the  airport, 
and   this  cannot  be  accomplished  within  a   short  period  of  time. 

President   Taliaferro- asked  for  comments  from  the  architect  Mr.   Blackford 

Len  Blackford   —  said  that   this  is  a   very  complex  yet  flexible  building.      Some 
of  the   things  mentioned  earlier  are  very   exciting. 

Commissioner  Felciano   —  suggested  that   the  way  we  approach   this   is   to   formulate 
the  problem  in   the  clearest  possible   terms  and   then   throw   this  out   to   the 
artists  of  the  world.      This   should  be  reviewed. 

Director  Snipper   —  asked  if  the  airport  property  extends   to   the  other  side  of 
the  freeway? 

Len  Blackford  —  responded  affirmatively .  He  commented  also  that  there  is  a 
unique  opportunity  to  do  something  extremely  creative  at  the  intersection  of 
two  runways . 

President   Taliaferro   —  said  that   it  appears  we  have  reached  a   very  good  point. 
It  is  obvious   that   the  philosophy  must  be  developed  and  a  couple  of  particular 
areas  which  need   to  have  solutions  developed.     A   joint  committee  of  Art 
Commissioners  and  Airport  representatives   exists   who  could  work  together  and 
discuss   the  philosophy  and   the   concept.

Commissioner  Montgomery   —  questioned   the  amount  of  monies  available. 

President   Taliaferro   —  said   that  if  the  concept   that  is  arrived  at  is 
approved  and  the  price   tag  investigated  and  if  the  restriction  of  the   time 
limit   is   raised,   we  will   hopefully  see   the  1-3/4%  allocation  raised. 

Airport   Director  Heath   —  said   that  he  does  not   feel    there  would  be  any 
problem  with  additional   funds. 

Mr.    Laity,   Airport   —  said   that   the  17  locations  should  not  be   the  only 
consideration.      The  building  is   large  scale  and  visually  dominating  and 
there  is  a   high  anxiety  level   on   the  part  of  the  people   using  the  building. 
Perhaps  we  need   to  look  at  how  we  can  bring  art  closer   to   the  people  who 
are  moving  in   the  environment. 

Commissioner  Cannon  --   said   that  it  is  a   very  creative  effort  to  get  some- 
thing to  hang  together  in  its   totality. 

Airport  Deputy  Director  Lee   —  said  that  he  concurs  with  Commissioner  Cannon's 
comments . 

President   Taliaferro   —  said   that  he  would  ask  Commissioner  Montgomery  and 
the   Visual  Arts  Joint  Committee  -  with  input  from  other  commissioners  who 
are  concerned  with   this  problem  -   to  develop  a  proposal    that  will   embody 
Commissioner  Cannon's   concerns  and   the  suggestions  of  those  who  participated 
in   today's  meeting.      The  proposals  will  be  reviewed  by  both  Commissions. 

Airports   Commissioner  Kadish   —  commented   that  she  hopes   that   this   change  will 
not  be  seen  by   the  earlier  working  committee  as  a   rejection  of  what  has  been 
done,   but  rather  a   final   honing  of  the  direction. 

There  being  no  further  business   the  meeting  adjourned  at   4:25pm.

President   Taliaferro  called   the 
meeting  to  order  at   3:15pm. 

He  introduced  and  welcomed  newly  appointed  Commissioner  Scott  Beach 
and  announced  that  he  was   to  be  sworn   in  on   Tuesday,   November  8.

DIRECTOR' S  REPORT  -  Martin  Snipper 

Copy  mailed   to  each  Commissioner  prior  to   the  meeting. 

Invitation  extended   to  all   Commissioners   to  attend   the  dedication  of  the 
United  Nations  Fountain  scheduled  for  Wednesday,   November  9  at  12  noon. 


Director  Snipper  provided  background  information  on   the  manner  in  which  the 
Neighborhood  Arts  Program  staff  are  hired  presently  and   the  proposal   received 
from  the  Civil   Service  Commission   to  establish  an  exempt  Civil  Service  status 
for  these  employees ,    thus   allowing  those  who  will  be  permanent  employees   the 
benefits  enjoyed  by   the   city  employees ,   such  as  health  coverage,    retirement, 
etc.      He  informed   the  Commission   that  a  Charter  amendment  will   be  required 
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and  requested  authorization   to  have   the  City  Attorney  draft  proper  legisla- 
tion  to  submit   to   the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  order  to  effect   this   change. 
Haste  was  imperative  if  we  were   to  make   the  June  ballot,    since   the  Art  Commission 
will   be   required   to  approve   the  language  and   the  Supervisors  must  act   upon  it. 
Discussion  on   the  above  with  various  questions   raised. 

Director  Snipper  stated   that  he  would  mail   a  copy  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
letter  to  all   commissioners.      He  also  suggested   that  we  have  a   representative 
from  Civil   Service  at  our  next  meeting  to  answer  any  further  questions. 
Commissioner  Englander  submitted  the  following  resolution   which  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Montgomery  and  met  with   unanimous   approval   of  the  Commission .

President   Taliaferro  commented  that   the  staff  situation  is  of  grave  concern. 
The  office  is   understaffed  and  the  Director  and  Assistant  Director  are  working 
on  a  plan  for  presentation   to   the   full   Commission,    to  bring  the  staff  level 
up  to  its  required  complement.

CIVIC  DESIGN  COMMITTEE   -  Chairman   Vedensky 

Performing  Arts  Center  -  Phase  II  and  III 

Chairman   Vedensky  introduced  Alan  Rudy  and  Dave  Larsen  of  Skidmore,   Owings 
and  Merrill   who  made  a  detailed  presentation  on   the  project   —  as  reflected 
in   the  Civic  Design  Committee  report. 

Commissioner  Felciano   commended  the  architects  on   their  design  and   the 
accoustical   work  that  is  projected  for  the  structure.      He  questioned   the  failure 
of  the  Sponsors   to  include  installation  of  the  pipe  organ,    as  a  part  of  the 
construction,    and  wanted  assurance   that   it  would  be  installed.      The  architects 
have  indicated  its  installation  on   their  drawings  and  discussions  have  been 
held  with   the  organ  builder;      however,    they  reported   that  funds  are  not  pre- 
sently available  for  the  organ. 

Commissioner  Felciano  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Rosenblatt  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 
Resolution   #1977-250  Performing  Arts  Center       Phase  II   &  III 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby  approve   the  Performing  Arts  Center, 
Phase  II  and  III,    subject   to  a   final   design  review  of  the  canopy,   presentation 
of  the  art  enrichment  program  and  subject   to  consultation  between   the  Music 
Committee  and   the  Sponsors  for  the  Performing  Arts  Center  regarding  the  installa- 
tion of  the  pipe  organ. 

Yerba  Buena  Convention  Center  -  Phase  I 

Chairman   Vedensky  introduced  Vill   Valentine  of  Hellmuth,   Obata   and  Kassabaum, 

who  made  a  detailed  presentation  on   this  project   —  as  reflected  in   the  Civic 

Design  Committee   report. 

General   discussion  held. 

Chairman   Vedensky  submitted   the   following  resolution  which  was  seconded  by 

Commissioner  Felciano   and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval   of  the  Commission. 

Resolution   §1977-251  Yerba  Buena   Convention  Center  -  Phase  I 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission   does  hereby  approve   the  Yerba  Buena   Convention 

Center  in  Phase  I. 
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NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM  &  FACILITIES  COMMITTEE   -  Chairman   Taliaferro 

Chairman   Taliaferro  stated   that  a  problem  had  arisen  regarding   the   lease 
we  hold  at   University  of  California  Extension,    Laguna  Street.      The  gymnasium 
is   used  by   the  Neighborhood  Arts  Theatre   and  supported  by  our  Neighborhood 
Arts  Program.      u.    C.    requested  termination  of  the  lease  due   to   the  increased 
need  of  the  space  by   the  French- American  School   -  which  has  also  offered 
them  increased  funds   for  the   use  of  the  space.      Discussions  have  been  going 
on  between   the   various  parties   involved .  Chairman   Taliaferro  asked  what   the 
overall   policy  of  the  Art  Commission  should  be  since  we  had  indicated  that 
we  wanted   to  pull  out  of  the  facility  at   the  end  of  this  fiscal   year,   hoping 
that  a   coalition   of  the  arts   groups  would  be  able   to   take  it  over. 

Director  Snipper  stated   that  our  position  should  be   that   usage  of  the  facility 
was  a  matter  for  the  University  and  the  community  and   the  French  American 
School   and   that   the  Art  Commission   will   continue   to  do  whatever  it  can   to 
assist   the  community  groups  in   their  programs.      The  University  has  its  own 
needs  and  we  should  not  be  in   the  position  of  coercing  or  pressuring   them 
in  any  particular  direction,   particularly  when  we  were  not  offering  them 
financial   assistance.      The  community  has  made  their  position  clear  in 
their  continuing  desire   to   use   the  facility  and  if  the  community  is  able 
to   use   it   then  we  will   continue  our  assistance.      Mark  Denton,   Coordinator  of 
the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program,   is   to  meet  with  representatives  of  the 
French  American  School   and   the  University  of  California   and  hopefully 
an  amicable  agreement  can  be  reached. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  said   that  his   understanding  was   that  our  pulling  out 
of  the  facility  was  because  it  was   to  become  a  self-sustaining  program. 

Discussion  continued. 

Commissioner  Felciano  said   that  he  is  aware   that   the  U.C. Extension  is   the 
least  generative  in  being  self-supportive  and   this  is  a  problem   that   they 
are  facing.      He  asked  if  we  are  in   the  business  of  renting  space,   establishing 
a  program  and  pulling  out,   leaving  the  people  behind  as  a   responsibility 
of  U.C. 

Mark  Denton  stated  that   there  have  been  some  conflicting  reports  on   the 
the  situation.      He  will   report  back  to   the  N.A.P.   Facilities  Committee  at 
the  next  meeting,    after  he  receives   clarification  from  the  parties  concerned. 

Director  Snipper  offered  background  on  what  has  happened   thus  far.      Several 
years  ago   the  Commission  had  been  approached  by  U.C.    to  ascertain  our 
interest  in  programming  in   a   theatre  which  was  available  at  U.C. Extension 
(the   theatre  was  not  being  used);      during  the  course  of  discussions  it  was 
discovered  that  a   gymnasium  was   also  available  and   the  result   was   that  we 
entered  into  a   lease  with   U.C.   on  a  month-to-month  basis  for  use  of  the 
space . 

Commissioner  Felciano   said   that  he  was  involved  in   this  project  because 

he  is  a   teacher  at  U.C,    a  parent  of  children  attending  the  French-American 
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School   and  due   to  his  role  as  a   Commissioner  he  has  spent  a   great  deal   of 
time  investigating  the  problem. 

Mark  Denton   stated   that   the  Commission  has  been   thinking  in   terms  of  withdrawing 
its  financial   support  but  it  had  expressed  interest  in  supporting  a   coalition 
of  space   users  if  they  could   take  over  operation  of  the  facility.      He  feels 
that   the  Art  Commission  has  a  committment   to  fulfill. 

General   discussion  continued  with   the  resulting  consensus   that  no  action 
would  be   taken   until   Mark  Denton  reports   to   the  N.A.P.    &  Facilities  Committee 
on  his   joint  meeting  with   U.C.    and  French-American  School   officials;      the 
committee  will    then  recommend  a  policy   to   the   full   Commission. 

Chairman   Taliaferro  requested  approval  of  an  allocation  of  $5,000  for   the 
Real   Estate  Department  for  their  continuing  work  on   the  community  cultural 
facilities . 

Commissioner  Montgomery  submitted   the  following  resolution  which  was   seconded 
by  Commissioner  Frankenstein  and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval   of  the  Commission. 
Resolution   #1977-262  Allocation   to  Real   Estate  Department 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission   does  hereby  approve  an  allocation  of  $5,000 
(from  Revenue  Sharing  funds)    for  their  continuing  work  on   the  Community  Cultural 
Facilities  Program.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  —  Martin  Snipper  for  meeting  11/7/77 

Having  returned  from  my  vacation  on  October  12,   my  first  week  was  devoted   to 
catching  up  on   events. 

The  dates  for   the   "Pops"   concerts  have  been   established,    except  for  a   tentative 
one.      Because   the   auditorium  has  been   rented  for  other  events,   our  concerts  will 
be   given  in   two  segments:

The  above  represents  eight  concerts.  We  usually  present  nine,  but  the  orchestra 
schedule  and  the  availability  of  the  auditorium  do  not  coincide.  We  may,  there- 
fore, be  restricted  to  that  number.  The  symphony  is  checking  on  the  possibility 
of  a   concert  on  Saturday,   July  15.      I  will   be  introducing   the  following  resolution: 

RESOLVED,    That   the  Director  shall  be  authorized   to  enter  into  contract  with   the 
Civic  Auditorium  for   the  following  dates    (as   listed  above)    in  order   to  present 
the  Summer     Pops  concerts ,    and,   such  additional   date  as  may  be  possible  and 
feasible. 


As   you  know,    the  Controller  and  Civil   Service  have  been   unhappy   with  our  NAP  hiring 
practice .      I  have  met  with   the  Civil   Service  Commission  regarding  our  NAP  employees . 
It  is   their   thought   that   the  best  method  for  providing  the  Commission  with  flexi- 
bility and  scope   in   its  hiring,   is   to   secure  passage  of  a  Charter  Amendment  which 
will   afford  exempt  status   to   the  NAP  staff.      It  will,   at   the  same   time,   offer 
them  the   fringe  benefits  of  regular  city  employees.      This  will,   of  necessity, 
affect  our  future  budgets. 

They  are  drawing  up  provisional   language  for  the  amendment  which  will   be  sent   to 
the  City  Attorney   and  be  submitted   to  you  by   the  December  or  January  meeting,    for 
adoption.      The  Commission  must  act   upon  it  within   that   time  span   in  order   to  make 
the  June  ballot.      We  will   also  require   a  Supervisor   to  introduce  it   to   the  Board 
for  action;      January   23   is   their  deadline. 


All   Commissioners  have  received  forms  for  the  Conflict  of  Interest  Code.      If 
there  are  any  questions,   please  advise. 


I  mentioned,   in   a  previous  report,    that   the  National   League  of  Cities  was  meeting 
in  San  Francisco  December  3-7.      We  had   thought  of  preparing  an   exhibit  in  our 
gallery   to  explain  our  role  in  City  Government,   particularly   since   they  have 
established  a   Task  Force  on   the  Arts.      Subsequently,    we  have  decided  to  have 
an   "Open  House"   and  our  staff  will   prepare  the  entire   "House"   as  an   exhibit. 

I  am  enclosing,    for  your  interest,    the  agenda  for  the  conference  of  ACA   which 
will   be  held  December  2-4,   and  of  course  it  is  meant   to  be  a  concurrent   event. 
The  National  Assembly  of  Community  Arts  Agencies,    of  which  I  am  a  Board  member, 
will   be  meeting  Thursday,   December  1   in  our  offices. 

The  Art  Commission's  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  will   be  providing  casual   entertain- 
ment for  some  of  the  League  of  Cities  events  and  our  CETA  program  will   have

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT   -  Martin  Snipper 

Copy  mailed   to  each  Commissioner  prior  to   the  meeting. 

Director  Snipper  requested  that   the  Commissioners   visit   the  offices  where 
displays  were  arranged  for   the  open  house  set   up  for   the  National  Congress 
of  Cities;      it  is  planned   to  extend  the  open  house  for  approximately   two 
weeks . 

Director  Snipper  presented   the  proposed  legislation,    as  drafted  by   the 
City  Attorney ,   regarding  the  change  in  status  of  the  staff  of  the 
Neighborhood  Arts  Program.      The  Board  of  Supervisors  must  receive   this 
proposed  legislation  by  January   3  in  order  to  make   the  June  ballot. 
Discussion.      Director  Snipper  explained   that   the  proposed  charter  amend- 
ment will   result  in   the  N.A.P.   employees  being  recognized  by  Civil  Ser- 
vice as  city   employees  and  will   therefore  be  provided  benefits  such  as 
membership  in   the  health  system  and  retirement,    which  are  not  provided 
now.

Resolution   #1977-275  Proposed  legislation  re.   Neighborhood 

Arts  Program  employees 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  submittal    to   the  Board  of 

Supervisors  of  the  proposed  charter  amendment  covering  employment  of  the 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  personnel    through   the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

The  legislation  proposed  is  as  follows: 
3.602        Directors;      Other  Employees 

The  Art  Commission  shall   appoint  a  director  who  shall   hold  office 
at   the  pleasure  of  the  commission.      The  director  shall   appoint, 
and  at  his  pleasure  may   remove,    such  curators ,   visual   artists, 
performing  artists,    technicians  and  specialists  as  may  be  provided 
by  budget  and  appropriation  ordinances ,   who   shall   be  exempt  from 
the  civil   service  provisions  of  this  charter.      The  director  shall 
appoint  such  other  assistants  and  employees  as  may  be  necessary, 
who  shall   be  subject   to   the  civil   service  provisions  of  this 
charter. 

Director  Snipper  discussed   the  Community  Cultural   Centers   and  the   various 
activities  at   the  centers   including  the  Costume  Bank,   and  the  need   to 
establish  a   fund   to  cover  miscellaneous  expenses.      He  explained   that,   at 
present,    if  a   fee  is  charged  for  any  activity  it  must  be  deposited     in 
the  General   Fund.      In   the  operation  of  the  centers,    the  community  is 
asked   to   assume  responsibility  wherever  possible  for  cleaning,   extra 
guards,   etc.      However,   in  some   instances ,   a  group  would  rather  pay  a 
small   fee  and  have   the  Center  take  care  of  this,   but  we  have  no  mechanism 
by   which  we  can  retain   the  funds.      Director  Snipper  proposed  an  ordinance 
to  establish  a   fund  for   the  Cultural   Centers;      whenever  fees  are  desired, 
they  will  be  established  by   the  Art  Commission.      The  money  collected 
would  go   into  a   special   fund  for  the  Cultural   Centers,    to  be  used  for 
the  maintenance   and  operation  of  the  buildings. 

Commissioner  Montgomery   questioned  why   the  Art  Commission  is   establishing 
a  costume  bank  when  one  is  already  in   existence   through   the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department.      Mark  Denton,   N.A.P.    Coordinator,   was  asked  to  call 
the  department  and  check   this  out.      The  information  provided  to  Denton 
was   that   the  Recreation   &  Park's  Costume  Bank  is  for  children's  costumes 
and  is  not   loaned  out,    therefore   it  would  not   fit   the  activities  of  our 
local    theatre   groups. 

Commissioner  Rivera  asked  if  a   fund  is   established,   would   this  include 
any  benefits  held  in   the  centers  and  if  monies   raised  by  benefits  would 
be  deposited  into   this  account? 

Director  Snipper  responded   that   this  was  not   the  intent  of  the  fund.      We 
are  not  interested  in  sharing  in   the  revenue  of  performing  groups,   but 
may  wish,   on  occasion,    to   charge   a   fee   for  a  specific  service  rendered, 
more  so  when   the   cost  of  the  service  rendered  is  not  covered  by  our  normal 
operating  budget. 

Commissioner  Felciano  asked  if  an  individual   or  a  group  could  rent  one 
of  the   facilities  and  hold  a  benefit.      The  response  was     yes    ,   providing 

it  is  a   cultural   event. 
Discussion  followed . 
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Commissioner  Swig  suggested   that   the  language  of  the  proposed  ordinance 
be  more  specific  to  avoid  confusion. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski   said  that  it  could  be  modified   to  incorporate 
the  Art   Commission' s  control. 

Director  Snipper  noted   that   the  legislation  as  proposed  would  be  drafted 
by   the  City  Attorney's  office  and  will   then  be  brought  back   to   the 
Commission  for  final   approval.      The  above  suggestions  will   be  incorporated. 

Commissioner  Cannon  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was   seconded 

by  Commissioner  Nemerovski   and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval   of  the 

Commission. 

Resolution   §1977-276  Legislation   to  establish  a   fund 

for   the  Community  Cultural   Centers 
RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does   hereby  authorize   the  Director  to  request 
legislation  for  the  esta  hlishment  of  a  Community  Cultural   Centers  Fund. 
All   revenues  resulting  from  said  fund  shall   be  appropriated  to   the  Art 
Commission  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  Cultural   Centers  and  their 
activities . 

President   Taliaferro  stated   that  a  special  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee 
will   have   to  be  held  in  order  to  approve  our  budget  request  for  1978-79; 
this  would  result   in   the  necessity   to  have  a  special   meeting  of  the  Art 
Commission  in  order   to  be  able   to  submit   the  budget   to   the  Budget  Division 
prior   to  December  27 . 

After  discussion  it  was   decided   to  hold  the  Finance  Committee  meeting  in 
the  Art  Commission  office  on  December  16,   Friday,    at   2pm    (later  changed 
to   3pm) .      The  full   Commission  is   to  meet  on  December  21   at   2pm.     Notice 
will   be  sent   to   the  Commissioners  when  a  meeting  room  is  obtained. 

Commissioner  Swig  asked  Director  Snipper  to  report  on   the  Architectural 
Panel   in  Washington . 

Director  Snipper  responded   that   the  National   Endowment  for   the  Arts  had 
a   total   of  $190,000   to  disburse  nationally.      Grants  were  limited   to 
$30,000.      Although  five  proposals  from  different  groups  in  San  Francisco 
had  been  submitted,   none  of  these  had  been  funded  -   for  various  reasons. 
The  projects  were  within   the  architectural   category  and  comprised  requests 
for  Cultural   Facilities. 

A  report  was  given   to   the  Commissioners  entitled  "Municipal   Funding  of 

the  Arts  in  San  Francisco"   which  was  prepared  through  the  Mayor's  office  for 

the  National   Leage  of  Cities  meeting.

NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM  -  Coordinator  Mark  Denton 

Mr.    Denton  requested  approval   of  the  grant  proposal   as  outlined  in  his 
report . 

Commissioner  Felciano  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Swig  and  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Commission. 
Resolution   #1977-289  Grant  Proposal    to  National   Endowment 

for  the  Arts  for  Community  Artist 

project 

RESOLVED,    That   this   Commission  does  hereby  authorize   the  Director   to  submit 
a  grant  proposal    to   the  N.E.A.    for  a   Community  Artist  Project,   as  detailed 
in   the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  report  of  November  1977. 

Commissioner  Felciano   commented   that   the   suggested  proposal    (to   use   the 
Governor' s  CETA   funds),    as  set   forth  in   the  November   77  report,   is  a 
brilliant  one. 

STREET  ARTISTS  PROGRAM  -  Chairman  Nemerovski 

Chairman  Nemerovski   discussed   the  continuing  problem  on   the  limited  number 
of  spaces  available  for  street  artists.     She  presented  a   copy  of  the  legis- 
lation  to  be  considered  by   the  Board  of  Supervisors  regarding  the  Monitoring 
of  Certificate  Holders  and   the  Designation  of  Sales     Areas.      Only  400  spaces 
are  presently  available;      there  are   700  licensed  street  artists  and  1000 
applications  waiting  to  be  processed. 

Discussion  ensued  on   the  shortage  of  space  available  to  street  artists  and 
the  attitudes  of  the  merchants  in  down   town  areas. 
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Commissioner  Cannon  expressed  the  feeling  that   the  current  Street  Artist 
Program  is  not  a  program  that  we  can  be  proud  of  and  which  meets   the 
Art  Commission's   goals.      He  suggested   that  some  pre-screening  of  waiting 
applicants  should  be  done  in  order  to  establish  a  minimum  quality  level 
and   to  screen  out  some  of  the   worse  examples  of  crafts.      It  is  possible 
that  primary  and  secondary   types  of  certificates  could  be   established. 
The  legislation  as  presented  does  not  give   us   the  authority   to  limit 
the  number  of  certificates .      This  should  be  done;     possibly  establishing 
a  ratio     for   the  number  of  Street  Artists   to  number  of  spaces  allowed. 
He  also  recommended   that   the     Street  Artists  be  limited   to  one  craft 
and  also  that   the  Art  Commission  be  empowered   to  limit   the  number  of 
certificates   in  any  one   craft  in  order   to  avoid  overloading  that  parti- 
cular craft.      The  certificates  might  have  a   time  limit  of  say   two   years. 
The  revenue  fund  should  be  made  available   to   the  Art  Commission.      Finally, 
he  recommended   that   the  Art  Commission  appoint   the  Advisory  Committee 
rather   than   the  Mayor.      It  is  his   conclusion   that   the  Art  Commission 
should  either  have  a  program  it  could  be  proud  of  or  let  it  run  itself 
without  our  involvement. 

Commissioner  Felciano  expressed  agreement  with  Commissioner  Cannon's 
comments.      He  further  stated   that  San  Francisco  has   given   to   the  country, 
in   the  last  fifteen   years,   a   rebirth  of  the  artisan  craft  and  if  we  do  not 
ascertain   that   those  people  who  are  really  artisans   are   the  ones  who 
are   taking  part   in   the  program  in  a  beneficial   way,    then  we  are  derelict 
in  our  duty  and  responsibility   to   the  community . 

Chairman  Nemerovski   said   that  she  agrees  with  Commissioner  Cannon  on  many 
of  his   comments  and  added   that  if  the  Board  of  Supervisors  limits   the 
numbers  and  we  do  not  have  control,    then  why  should  we  be  dealing  with 
the  program? 

President   Taliaferro  asked  if  there  was  a   sense  among  the  Commissioners 
that  we  should  produce  a  piece   of  legislation  on  our  own  and  speak   to 
the  problems.      If  so,    this   should  include  elements  of  quality  control, 
space  limits  etc.   and  also   the   fund;      and  if  not,   we  should  consider 
discharging  our  responsibility   for   the  Street  Artist  Program,    rather 
than  consider   the   unacceptable  legislation  before   us. 

Director  Snipper  said   that   the  Board  of  Supervisors  have   the  authority 
to  impose   a   job  on  a   department  irrespective  of  their  attitude. 

Commissioner  Beach  suggested  that  a  mechanism  of  "quality  control"   could 
be  established  whereby  crafts  people  are  juried  by   their  own  people  as 
well   as  people  of  some  kind  of  education,    taste  etc. 

Discussion  continued  with  President   Taliaferro  going  over  some  of  the 
history  of  the  program.      The  program  had  been  assigned   to  the  Art 
Commission  rather   than   the  Police  Department  because  of  the  decision 
that   the  Street  Artists  are  an  artistic  problem  and  not  a  legal  problem. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  said  that  he  would  be  opposed  to  "dumping" 
the  program.      One  of  the  basic  reasons   for  accepting  this  was   to  prevent 
the  program  from  going  through  a  mechanical   routine.      It  if  was   turned 
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back   to   the  Police,    it  would  be   very  bad  for  the  Art  Commission.      We 
should  work  as  hard  as  possible   to  establish  proper  legislation. 

Director  Snipper  said   that   the  proper  way   to  move  in  obtaining  favorable 
legislation  was   to   try  and  have  a  meeting  with   the  Supervisors  committee 
members  prior  to   their  public  meeting.      We  must  work  on  it  quietly  and 
seek  to   influence   them  before  it  appears  on   their  calendar. 

President   Taliaferro  said   that  if  the  Commission  decides   to  develop  its 
own  Street  Artist  legislation   then  we  should  give   the  Street  Artist 
Committee   the  authority   to  initiate   this  process. 

Bob  Owen,   President  of  the  Street  Artist  Advisory  Committee  informed  the 
Commissioners   that   the   committee  would  welcome  discussion  and   that   they 
could  not  support   this  present  piece  of  legislation.      He  made   various 
comments  about   the  program  and  effect   it  has  had  on   the  earning  power 
of  a  large  number  of  people. 

Commissioner  Beach  submitted  the  following  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Commissioner  Vedensky  and  met  with   the   unanimous  approval   of  the 
Commission. 

Resolution   §1977-290  Legislation  for  Street  Artist  Program 

RESOLVED,    That   this   Commission  does  hereby  resolve   to   forego  a  response   to 
the   legislation  currently  before   the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  resolves   to 
draft   a  Street  Artist  Ordinance   to  be  submitted  to   the  Board  which  will 
reflect   the   thinking  of  the  Art  Commission. 

VISUAL  ARTS  COMMITTEE  -  Chairman  Montgomery 

Chairman  Montgomery  presented  items  discussed  at   the   Visual   Arts  Committee 
meeting  of  Friday,   December  2. 

1.  Chairman  Montgomery  submitted  the  following  resolution  which 
was   seconded  by  Commissioner  Carlisle   and  met  with   the  unanimous  approval 
of  the  Commission. 

Resolution   §1977-291  Relocation  of  Peter  Voulkos  sculpture 

RESOLVED,    That   this   Commission  does  hereby  approve   the  relocation  of  the 
Peter  Voulkos  sculpture   "Hiro  II" .      The  sculpture  is   to  be  moved   to   the 
north  east   area  of  the  Justin  Herman  Plaza. 

2.  Commissioner  Vedensky  submitted  the  following  resolution  which 
was   seconded  by  Commissioner  Brown  and  met  with   the  unanimous  approval   of 
the  Commission. 

Resolution   §1977-292  Rock  Sculpture  at  Gorilla  Exhibit  Area 

San  Francisco  Zoo 

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby  approve   the  rock  sculpture  proposed 
for  the  Gorilla  Exhibit  Area   at  San  Francisco   Zoo,   in  its  conceptual  phase. 

Commissioner  Montgomery  submitted   the  following  resolution 
which  was   seconded  by  Commissioner  Frankenstein  and  met  with   the   unani- 
mous approval   of  the  Commission. 

Resolution   #1977-293  Sculpture  by  Jacques  Overhoff, 

Social   Services  Bldg.      Phase  II 
RESOLVED ,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby   approve  sculpture  by 
Jacques  Overhoff  in  Phase  II.      The  sculpture  is  for   the  Social  Services 
Administration  Building. 

4.  Chairman  Montgomery  announced   that   the   Visual  Arts   Committee 
will   hold  a  discussion  on   the   2%  Art  Enrichment  guidelines .      Ideas  have 
been  submitted  by  Artists  Equity  and  she  invited   the  Commissioners   to 
submit   their  ideas.      Commissioner  Cannon  asked  if  the  Civic  Design  Committee 
could  obtain  copies  of  the  information. 

DANCE  AND   THEATRE  COMMITTEE   -   Chairman   Brown 

Chairman  Brown  informed   the  Commission  of  the  proposal    that   the  Art 
Commission  present  Annual   Awards  of  Honor  and  Awards  of  Merit   for  per- 
sons presenting  a  high  degree  of  quality  in   their  respective  fields. 
This   could  be  a  program  of  encouragement  as  well   as  honor.      Several 
different   categories  have  been  discussed  -  including  dance,   architecture, 
building,   landscaping,   music,    theatre,   literature,   pottery,    graphic 
design,    small   press,    crafts,   video  arts  etc.        A  procedure  must  be 
established  for  nominating  and  voting.      One  suggestion  has  been  made   to 
request  nominations  from  various   groups. 

Commissioner  Rivera  asked  if  the  Art  Commission  would  be  presenting 
prizes  or  certificates?      The  response  was   that   these  awards  would  be 
certificates . 
Discussion  continued. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  commented   that  requesting  nominations  might 
lead   to  political   situations.      He  suggested  that   the  Art  Commission 
make   the  nominations. 

Commissioner  Beach  agreed  with  Commissioner  Frankenstein. 
Director  Snipper  pointed  out   that  many  of  the  current   "awards"    (Phelan, 
Business  Committee   for  the  Arts,   etc.)    are  done  on   the  basis  of 
recommendations.      There   is  nothing  that  requires   that   the  recommendations 
must  be  accepted,   but  at  least  it  provides  for   the  knowledge  of  various 
people,    events  and  activities  which   the  Art  Commission  might  not  be 
aware  of  and  which  professional   organizations  might  wish   to  proffer 
for  consideration. 

President   Taliaferro  said   that  Chairman  Brown's  committee  is  developing 
this  idea   and  he  asked   that   the  Commissioners  contact  her  with   their 
suggestions . 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Rivera   asked  why   the  minutes  of  the  special  meeting  of 
October  8  had  not  been  mailed  out,   when  minutes  of  meetings   that  had 
been  held  at  a   later  date  were. 

Ms.   Ellison  responded   that   these  minutes  will   be  mailed  as  soon  as 
possible.    (The  minutes  of  the  special   meeting  were  informational  only 
whereas  regular  meetings  reflected  pertinent  action  and   therefore  received 
priority.      Given  our  understaffing,   we  cannot  cover  all   activities  with 
equal   attention.) 
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President   Taliaferro   urged   the  Commissioners   to   visit   the  offices   which 
have  displays  on  our  activities  prepared  for  the   "Open  House"   held  in 
connection  with   the  National   meetings . 

After  discussion  it  was  decided  that   the  next  Art  Commission  meeting  will 
be  held  on  January   9,   1978  at  which   time  a   film  will   be  shown  on   the 
"Three  Penny  Opera"   production  which  was  presented  in   the  streets  of 
San  Francisc.      The  meeting  will   commence  at   2:30pm  in   the  Lurie  Room 
on   the  main  floor  of  the  Library. 

There  being  no  further  business   the  meeting  adjourned  at  4:50pm.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  -  Martin  Snipper  for  Meeting  of  12/5/77 


The  entire  staff  has  been  busy  preparing  for  our  "Open  House".  We 
do  hope  that  the  Commissioners  will  visit  us  on  either  Saturday 
or  Sunday,  December  3rd  and  4th,  and  review  our  activities  as 
reflected  in  the  exhibits.   The  "Open  House"  is  for  the  National 
League  of  Cities  Conference  and  that  of  the  American  Council  of  the 
Arts. 

Mark  Denton  has  been  asked  to  speak  on  the  NAP  at  one  of  the 
sessions  of  the  ACA,  and  I  will  be  speaking  on  "The  Problem  of 
Working  within  Local  Government".   (The  subject  was  assigned  to 
me,  it  is  not  of  my  choosing)  .- 


I  have  asked  the  City  Attorney's  office  to  prepare  two  pieces  of 
legislation.   One  is  the  Charter  Ammendment  on  NAP  employment 
(which  you  were  apprised  of  at  last  month's  meeting)  and  the  other 
is  an  ordinance  establishing  a  fund  whereby  fees  charged  for  the 
rental  of  costumes  or  other  services  at  our  Cultural  centers  will 
remain  with  the  Art  Commission  for  operations  rather  than  going 
into  the  General  Fund. 


During  the  month  I  contacted  the  Civic  Auditorium  regarding  dates 
for  our  1979  concerts.   I  found  it  had  already  been  booked  solid  for 
June  and  August  and  so  I  put  a  hold  on  the  July  dates.  A  week  later 
I  was  informed  that  the  Convention  and  Tourist  Bureau  had  pre-empted 
some  of  our  dates.  Accordingly,  I  wrote  a  letter  of  complaint  to 
Roger  Boas  regarding  the  City's  unwritten  rule  of  giving  preference 
to  the  Convention  and  Tourist  Bureau.   On  Wednesday,  November  23,  I 
met  with  Virginia  Hubbell  of  Mr.  Boas'  office  regarding  the  matter. 
She  is  exploring  the  subject  and,  hopefully,  we  may  have  some  results. 


I  have  been  asked  to  serve  on  a  panel  for  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts.   This  particular  panel  considers  projects  submitted  to  the 
Architectural-Environmental  Programs  Division  and  is  specifically  on 
Cultural  Centers.   I  will  be  in  Washington  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
(November  28,  29  and  30),  returning  in  time  for  our  National  meetings. 


As  this  report  goes  out,  we  have  not  yet  finished  preparation  of 
our  budget  for  fiscal  1978-79.  We  are  in  the  process  now,  and 
will  submit  it  to  a  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee  which  will  be 
held  before  the  monthly  Art  Commission  meeting.   The  budget  should 
be  acted  upon  by  the  Commission  at  its  December  meeting.

Detailed  copies  of  the  proposed  budget  for  the  fiscal   year  1978-79  had 

been  delivered  to  all   Commissioners  on   Tuesday  morning,   December   20. 

President   Taliaferro  commended  that   the  increase  in   the  proposed  budget 

over  last   years  budget  is  due  in  part   to  proper  forecasting  of  the  needs 

of  the  community  cultural   centers. 

Director  Snipper  was   asked   to  provide  an  explanation  of  the   itemized 

budget. 

After  discussion  of  several   items,   Director  Snipper  introduced 

Mrs.   Winifred  Baker,   Director  of  the  Civic  Chorale.      She  explained   the 

various  items  listed  in   the  Chorale' s  budget;      it  was  noted   that   if  the 

requested  budget  for   the  Chorale  is  granted  by   the  City,    this  will   be 

the  first   time   the  Chorale   will   have  been  funded  properly  including  a 

fee   for   the  Director .      All    the  concerts  presented  are  free  and  Mrs. Baker 

expressed   the   feeling  that  it  is  very  important  for   the  Art  Commission   to 

continue   to  support   the  Chorale  and  to  have   the  responsibility   for  this 

group. 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  commented   that  one  of  the  main  functions  of 

the  Chorale  is   to  provide   the  opportunity  for  people  to  sing,    and   that 

it  is  an  extremely  important  function   that  we  continue   to  support. 

President   Taliaferro  commented  that   the  Chief  Administrative  Officer 

has   indicated  his  support  of  the  Art  Commission   to  receive  City  funding 

for   this  project. 

Commissioner  Montgomery  suggested  that  our  requested  amount  for  "subscriptions' 
be  increased  from   the  suggested  $150   to   $250   to  allow  for  the  purchase  of 
necessary  books  for  reference   use  by   the  artists  and  staff.      She  also 
suggested   that   the  amount  requested  for  membership  dues  be  increased   to 
include   the  cost  of  membership  in   various  organizations  such  as   the  museum 
organizations  etc.      Director  Snipper  informed   the  Commissioners   that  in 
order   to  obtain  membership  in  any  organizations   it  is  necessary   to  have 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  approve  an  ordinance .      If  a  list  of  the  suggested 
organizations  are  given   to  him,   he  offered   to  prepare   the  necessary 
legislation. 
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Explanations  provided  on   the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  budget  by 
Mark  Denton . 

Commissioner  Frankenstein  suggested  that   the  Art  Commission   consider 
the  possibility  of  putting  out  a  literary     journal   every   three  months. 
After  discussion  it  was  decided  to  include  an  amount  for   "Furthering 
Literature" in   the  amount  of  $20,000. 

Commissioner  Swig  submitted   the  following  resolution  which  was   seconded 
by  Commissioner  Newman  and  met  with   unanimous  approval   of  the  Commission.

RESOLVED,    That   this  Commission  does  hereby  approve   the  Proposed  Budge 
for   the  Art  Commission  for  fiscal   year  1978-79,   as  amended  above,   in 
the   total   amount  of  $1,684,312.    ** 

President   Taliaferro  expressed  appreciation   to   the  staff  for  the  work 
in  preparing  the  budget.
